WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN COLORADO. 

Helen L. Sumner has devoted several years to 
& study of woman suffrage in Colorado, where 
women have voted on all questions for 16 years. 
She has embodied the result of her observations 
in a book which can be used by advocates-and 
opponents of Votes for Women with almost equal 
force. The investigator herself declares that her 
observations have convinced her that the experi- 
ment Colorado has tried is a success. 

Colorado women pay little attention to the pri- 
maries, and they are seldom seen as delegates 
at nominating conventions. The women refuse 
{o vote for a man affiliated with the liquor. bus!- 
ness or whose morals are known to be bad, but 
they care nothing for business ability, personal 
honor or business honesty. A greater percentage 
of the women in the better residence districts reg- 
ister and vote than in the slums or tenement dis- 
tricts, but the investigator finds that undesirables 
“generally vote and their vote is cast solidly in 


favor of the party In control of the police force.” 


About 4) per cent of the vote in Colorado is 
cast by women, and they apparently take care af 
their share of political skullduggery, as a list of 
fraudulent registrations in Denver contained the 
names of 3512 men and 1772 women.

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LEGISLATION BY TRICKERY. 

Report comes from Washington that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has discovered an 
embarrassing joker in the new rallroad bill, It 
was put into the bill as an amendment late in 
the session. In describing it, a dispatch says: 

It operates so as to allow the railroads to Ale 
rate schedules in formes to sult themselves with- 
out regard to the desire of the commission. 

It forces that body, if it desires to suspend a 
schedule containing one increased rate and sev- 
eral reductions, to hold up the reductions as well 
ase the one increase. 

Before the law was changed the commission 
had the power to prescribe the form of rate 
schedules, keeping increases and reductions sep- 
arate. 

It is not certain whether the change in the law 
was due to design, or to an accident of careless 
writing. The probalilities, however, are that it 
was due to design. Such things are not uncom- 
mon in legislation in Washington and as they 
niways tend to favor the big interests, it can 
hardly be possible that they are the mere acci- 
dents of phraseology. 

This sort of trickery In legislation has become 
one of the most portentious of our political evils. 
It is a symptom of utter moral degeneration on 
the part of men who engage in it. The publie 
will recall the scandal of the insertion of the 
famous section 22 in the Dingley tariff; a scan- 
fa) that was never probed. Perhaps in this case 
rere will be a sterner investigation. The in- 
surgents claim to be the real authors of the new 
railroad bill It therefore behooves them to 





make the inquiry. 
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GENIUS AND RESULTS. 
As a result of developments possible in con- 
nection with the “Pearson-Farquhar syndicate,” 
it is sald that “George Gould may yet see his 
project of a transcontinental line carried out.” 
Let us hope so. St. Louis at least will hope 
so with great cheerfulness, if not with enthusi- 
asm. It has great hopes of George Gould as a 
man of business sense and modern ideas. It has 
been hoping to have this line he is now pro- 
jecting “carried out” east and west to Atlantic 
and Pacific ever since the first locomotive on any 
transcontinental line west of the Mississippi 
whistled inside the St. Louis city limits when it 
started west on the Missouri Pacific, over 50 
years ago. 
There is genius for railroading in the Gould 
family, shown by two generations since that 
first, original Missouri Pacific whistle. And if 
half as muck of this genius had been shown in 
carrying out this “transcontinental project” a8 
has been shown in trying to lock St. Louis up 
inside of monopoly terminals, we would have 
had results worth the while of genius in modern 
railroad business. We will get them finally. 
Locking cities up in monopoly terminals and 
losing the key is out of date. The railroad busi- 
ness of the future will be real business. Com- 
pleting the Missouri Pacific as the first trans- 
continental system projected in the United States 
will be worth while as railroad business. 
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Again Bryan charges that Democrats have as- 
sassinated him. Why not put it into a play and 
make a season’s run of the tragedy? 
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WOOD FIBER CLOTHING. 

Out of New England comes a report that an in- 

ventive genius has devised a method of making 
a species of cloth fiber from wood. The sub- 
stance is said to be not essentially dissimilar 
from cotton, but so much cheaper in production 
that the finished wood cloth can be furnished at 
about the price of cotton in the bale. 
The chtef interest in the story lies in the fore- 
cast that the new material will make wood fiber 
cloth about as cheap as wood pulp paper. There 
will hardly be any further need for laundries, as 
people will be able to get new undercilothing 
about as cheaply as they can have the old done 
up. But the usefulness of the material will not 
be confined to underwear. Wooden waistcoats 
will become quite common; and occasionally 
wooden jackets may be worn. 

The new industry will, of course, put a further 
premium on forest conservation. When our cloth, 
as well as our paper, comes from the trees, it will 
be doubly necessary to stand by Pinchot and set 
u guard on Ballinger. 
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Official figures show that 152,071 ‘declared 
settlers’ reached Canada last year, 72,349 being 
from the United States and 47,850 from British 
territory. Recent news reports say that many 
farmers from Manitoba, discouraged by the poor 
crop prospects, are returning to their former 
homes in the States. But the surplus flow to- 
ward Canada is large. What will be the political 
effect? 
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SPARROWS AND STARLINGS. 

A report comes from Exeter that the farms of 
Barry County are suffering heavily from swarms 
of sparrows that have spread out from the towns 
and invaded the country. The report says: “In 
some localities wheat fields were badly damaged 
by the sparrows long before the grain was ready 
for the harvest.” 

An even worse report comes from New En- 
gland. The Boston correspondent of the Spring- 
freld Republican, in giving a summary of a forth- 
coming report of the State Ornithologist of Mas- 
sachusetts, says he will direct attention to the 
increase of recently tmported English starlings. 
The bird ts said to be savage and widely destruc- 
tive. When it comes, the sparrow leaves. It is 
the enemy of all native birds and will beat even 
some of the hawk species. The report goes on to 
say: “It is destructive of cherries. After a flock 
of starlings has lighted on a cherry tree, that is 





are on the tree.” 

Perhaps we had better quit tmporting foreign 
birds. There was no profit in bringing in the 
sparrow to get rid of the worms, nor is there 
promise of any in bringing in the starling to get 
rid of the sparrows. 

Queer things continue to happen in Chicago: 
A preacher at a picnic broke a corkscrew in pull- 
ing a cork out of a pickle bottle, and another 
citizen, arrested for carrying concealed weapons, 
told the Judge he wore a heavy belt of cartridges 
around his waist to reduce his flesh. Some peo- 
ple suspect that the preacher broke the cork- 
screw purposely, but no one seems to doubt that 
‘the other fellow was on the square. 
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PEARY QUITS. 

Reports from New York announce that Com- 
mander Peary has canceled hfs lecture engage- 
ments and will probably never deliver another 
address on a box office basis. The cause is said 
to be due to the attitude of the public; that of 
indifference or hostility in every part of the 
country. While Cook made a great success of his 
tour, Peary’s lectures are reported to have re- 
sulted in a heavy financial loss to his backers. 

We have here a striking illustration of the 
curious working of the instincts that constitute 
what is known as popular sympathy. At the 
present time public opinion {sg well nigh fixed in 
agreement that Peary: reached the pole and that 
Cook did not. Pegry is the acclaimed conqueror 
of the Aretic. Cook is in hiding as a discredited 
faker. Nevertheless, Peary’s lectures draw no 
crowds, while Cook, if he should return, even 
disgraced as he is, could probably fill any lecture 
nal] in any city in the United States. 

No psychologist has solved the mystery of this 
strange working of the instinct of sympathy. It 
goes out at times to prize fighters like John L. 
Sullivan, but fs denied to heroes like Admiral 
Dewey. Many a selfish egotist holds it fn de- 
fiance of reason. Many a self-sacrificing patriot 
never receives it, even when his merit is known.

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WHAT AILS PITTSBURG. 

Out of the welter of scandals and trials and 
convictions in Pittsburg, there emerges a revela- 
tion that the city is eminent for its churches, its 
charities, its culture and its morality, If it has 
practiced graft and bribery, it was only because 
no one ever taught fts upper classes that there 1s 
sin in accepting Carnegie methods any more than 
in accepting Carnegie money. 

For this revelation we are indebted to a letter 
of Brand Whitlock published in Everybody’s 
Magazine for August. We learn from him that 
Pittsburg is 80 very moral the authorities will 
not permit boys to play baseball on a back lot 
on Sunday. Furthermore Pittsburg has more 
churches than any other city of its size in Ameri- 
ca, and the attendance is always large. 

In this conjunction of rascality with respect- 
ability and conventional morality, let us not 
blame either the moral code or the social sys- 
tem. Back or every rascality stands a rascal. 
The defect of Mr. Whitlock’s philosophy is that 
he believes the frauds and wrongs and crimes 
committed in Pittsburg are the result of some 
deep social disease; some corruption inherent in 
the body politic. Such a philosophy is a pure fan- 
tasy. The fault in Pittsburg and in most other 
American cities, is that there are too many rich 
men who are willing to lie} and bribe and steal, 
to get richer. There is no social disease in the 
matter at all. It is just plain rascality and the 
way to stop it is to quit philosophizing and send 
the rascals to fail. 
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It is to be noted that Roosevelt is not only 
to visit Arkansas, but has been indorsed and 
commended by Senator Jeff Davis. There is evi- 
dently a desire in certain quarters to make it 
unanimous. 
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FIRST AERIAL LIGHTHOUSE. 

Consul Norton reports from Chemnitz that 
Germany has established the first experimenta] 
lighthouse for the benefit of aerial voyagers. This 
fact shows the zeal with which the German Em- 
pire is prosecuting the new enterprise. In the 
United States, Great Britain and France avia- 
tion is hardly more than a sport, with military 
possibilities, but in Germany they are working 
to make aeronautics a factor in the world of com- 
merce and industry. 

The experimental lighthouse has been erected 
at Spandau, in Prussia, where the German War 
Office has been carrying on numerous tests of 
aerial craft, and where noctural flights are fre- 
quent. In describing the work, the Consul says: 

This pioneer beacon for aerial guidance is 
comparatively simple in its construction. It con- 
sists of an elevated support’on which rests, in a 
hcrisontal position, a wooden ring of consider- 
able diameter; 38 powerful incandescent electric 
lights are placed at equal distances about the 
circumference, and there is an automatic arrange- 
ment for interrupting the current, at regular in- 
tervals, for a short period. The location of 
Spandau is thus clearly indicated to a traveler 
passing over the place, by a large, luminous 
circle, alternately disappearing and reappearing. 

It is added that the lights, of course, will be 


useless in foggy weather and that a siren will 
be put in for use in such emergencies. Thus civ- 
iiization is confronted by the coming of another 
noisy nuisance. Imagine what it will be when 
every town and village will have to keep a fog-. 
horn going on cloudy nights! 
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A New Jersevy correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia secord says the practical politicians of 
the Democratic party in that State are opposed 
to the nomination of Woodrow Wilson for Gov- 
ernor, on the ground that “the people will not 
stand for it and that a live Democrat with inde- 
pehdent leanings and a clear record will be nec- 
essary to success.”

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IMPROVED FARMING. 

William C. Brown, president of the New York 
Central Railroad, has been investigating the cost 
of living, and he finds that American farmers do 
not get all they should out of the land. He says 
that this is proved by the fact that the average 
yield of wheat im the United States is but 14 
bushels to the acre,. against 32 in England, 28 in 
Germany, 34 in Holland and 20 in France. The 
difference when potatoes is considered is even 
more striking, the United States getting 85 bush- 
els to the acre, while farmers in Germany, 
France, Belgium and England get about 250 
bushels. The United States annually produces 
270,000,000 bushels of ‘this, while Germany, with 
about the same arable area, produces 2,000,000,000 
bushels. Better farming would unquestionably 
increase the yield of land and thereby reduce the 
cost of foodstuffs.

PETERSBURG, July 18.—One of the most 
beautiful women in St. Petersburg, Princess Loban- 
off-Rostovskaja is accused of owing the Red Cross 
seciety $500,000. She has not been haled to court 
bocatise of her husband's great wealth and social 
position, but the Czarina has barred her from 
court, where she was not only the reigning beauty 
but was the wittiest and brightest of the ladies 
there. The Princess insists that she is the in- 
nocent victim of a court clique. 

Princess Lobanoff was one of the presidents of 
the society, having been raised to that conspicuous 
position by the Dowager Czarina, with whom she 
Was a great favorite. But the Princess had a 
peet in which she learned to spend much money. 
Piven the bountifyl allowance from her husband 
dic not suffice to keep her out of debt, so she 
and a Red Cross clerk of the name of Oalen- 
dcvsky began a series of financial operations 
that should have satisfied any normal person. But 
the more they got the more they wanted. 

Borrowed a $20,000 Necklace. 

They got up a “beauty show,” in which a dia- 
mond necklace, worth $20,000 was the prize. It 
was borrowed from a jeweler the night before the 
big event, under a pledge to return it the next 
day or pay for it. All the court ladies were at 
the show, and their admirers ran up the voting 
to an unbelievable extent. When the count was 
made, however, it was found that the least beau- 
tiful of all was the winner. 

She was Princess Galitzin, who was so delighted 
—possibly amused—that she was easily persuaded 
to donate the necklace to the Red Cross cause. 
It was promptly returned to the jeweller. Prin. 
ccss Tobanoff and the clerk have not yet turned 
Over the receipts of the fair, which amounted 
to $500,000. 

€- When next Princess Galitzin saw the Cazarina 
she gleefully told of winning the prize and then 
denating it to the Red Cross. 

The Czarina was pleased and sent one of thé 
court ladies to the jeweller to verify the state- 
ment. From him it was learned that he simply 
lent the necklace over night. 

Princess Cut by Society. 

This caused an inquiry after which, Princess 
Lobanoff was informed that she would not again 
be welcomed at court. Since then society has 
cut. her. 

All thig has. made cynical persons grin, for 
the Red Cross has long been fruitful picking for 
women and men of prominence in Russia—in fact, 
even grand dukes have been known to fatten off 
its funds. 

The high financiering of Princess Lobanoff- 
Rostovskkja revived stories of her life in other 
gay capitals. She was born in Hungary and lived 
there until nearly grown. Then she became stage 

~gtruck and tried to get an engagement in Buda- 
pest. Failing in that, she joined a troupe of cafe- 
chantant company, and her beauty soon brought 
her fame and diamonds. 
Case of Love at First Sight. 

Then she went to Paris, where her conquest 
was pronounced. There she met many Russians 
of wealth, among them her present husband, 
Prince Lobanoff-Rostovskaja, one of the Czar’! 
richest courtiers. Theirs was love at sight, or 
thereabouts, for they were soon married and 
came to St. Petersburg, where the bride’s beauty 
and wit, combined with the wealth and social] 
standing of the Prince, gave her a commanding 
position in society from the start. 

The Czarina made a quiet inquiry into the life 
of the Princess.

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JAPANESE IN 
ANTARCTIC RACE 


Lieut. Shiraz’s Expedition Organ- 
ized With Sole Idea of ‘‘Get- 
ting There First.” |

TOKIO, Japan, July 5.—Lieut. Shiraz, late of the 


Imperial Navy, has electrified the populace and 
aroused its sporting spirit by fitting out an expedi- 
tion which he will lead in search of the South Pole 
for the glory of beating the expeditions under the 
American, British, French and German flags. He 
expects to leave Tokio abeut Aug. 15. 

The expedition will not pretend to be in aid of 
science or in search of new lands over which the 
flag of Japan may float, but frankly is a challenge 
from new Japan to the Old World. Of ceurse, the 
expedition will convey astrenomers, geographers and 
other: selentific.men, but thelr investigations will be 
subordinated to the single idea of ‘getting there 
first.” 

Lieut. Shiraz is about 4 years old. He has had 
considerable experience in the Arctic, both on ship 
and ashore. He had hoped te lead an expedition 
to the North Pole, but the war with Russia brought 
him back from the Arctic and private life to re- 
enter the imperial service, in which he distinguished 
himself. Before he could complete his plans, Com- 
mander Peary returned from his successful trip and 
the North Pole lost its charm. 

Then Shiraz determined to fit out an expedition to 
the South Pole so that Japan could say that her sons 
first planted the flag at one of the poles, thereby 
accomplishing in one single dash as much as America 
and all the rest of the world had done in several 
centuries of effort. 

There was littie trouble in raising the necessary 
money. Lieut. Shiraz asked $20,70v, and got it, but 
just how much was raised has been kept a secret. 
A 200-ton sailing vessel, with steam engine equip- 
ment, will carry the expedition. It will go from 
Tokio to Ogasawa and Australia. The start from 
Australia is scheduled for Noy. 5, and it is hoped 
that McMurdo Bay wit be reached by the second 
week in December. There a base will be established 
and sledge trips wil] begin.

Famous Belgian Salon Is Entered by 
Police Amid Scene of 
Confusion.

OSTEND, Belgium, July 30.—Amid the most excit- 
ing scenes, the police have raided the gambling tables 
in the Kursaal and the Esser establishments, which 
make Ostend, next to Monte Carlo, the favorite 
resort in Europe of those who woo fickle Fortune. 

The women at the Kursaal tables were wrought up 
to the pitch of fury because their play was inter- 
rupted so rudely. The men, perhaps more hardened 
gambiers, took the raid philosophically. 

Henri Marquet, the proprietor of the Kursaal, was 
expelled from the country, as these dispatches have 
told. Kmown all over the Continent, Marquet has 
established himself in Mellopolis, near Cairo, where 
there has been gambling since the time of the Pha- 
roahs. After Marquet was expelled the idea got 
abroad that the Government would wink at gambling 
here if it was conducted by a Belgian. 

Belgian Reopens Place. 

Whether or not this idea was inspired, 4 Belgian 
named Carpenter obtained the concession to reopen 
the Kursaal rooms. There gambling has been going 
on for some weeks, seemingly with the tacit consent 
of the local authorities and as disastrously to the 
players as in Marquet’s days. 

The, roulette and trente-et-quarante tables were 
crowded a fow nights ago, when, without a word of 
warning, the police entered the rooms. There was 
ncthing else left to them: the Minister of Police 
himself had ordered the raid.

LONDON, July 18.—New Yorkers and other Amer- 


icans who were dazzled by the glory of the Mahara- 
jah of Kapurthala and his glittering bride when he 
visited the United States a dozen years ago will be 


interested to know that the lavish Indian poten- 
tate’s efforts to save his throne seem doomed to fail. 


Though in India he is styled “king ef kings,” he is a 
vassal of the King of Dngland, who is also Emperor

The Maharajah’s tastes are too expensive for even 
hia income of nearly a milifon dollars a year, and 
he has been playing ducks and drakes with the 
finances of his suite.

The importunate Maharajah pursued him to 
Biarritz and engaged a suite of rooms just above 
His Majesty’s. He so exasperated King Edward with 
his attentions that a strong hint was conveyed to 
him by an equerry that he might as well go home, 
for there was no chance of getting an audience with 
the King. :

It is already in the printers’ 
hands, and Chairman J. T. Lioyd, after 
six weeks of arduous work in compiling 
this important political breviary, 18 
resting from his labors on the cool 
Pacific Slope and fortifying himself for 
the 10 weeks of duty on the firing line, 
following his return. 

The Washington headquarters of the 
Democratic committee will be perma- 
nent. At the same time it will be séCc- 
ondary to the Chicago headquarters. 
Lioyd will spend the greater portion 
of his time at the Chicago headquar- 
ters. The Washington headquarters will 
be under the direction of Vice-Chair- 
man Frank 8. Garrett. 

Close Quarters in Washington. 

Next week the Washington head- 
quarters of the Republicans will be 
discontinued. The Republicans plan 
to operate two sets of headquarters. 
Chairman William B. McKinley will 
spend most of his time in Chicago. 
The Eastern offices will be in New 
York. Representative Henry C. Lou- 
denslager of New Jersey will have 
charge of the latter. 

The Chicago headquarters will be 
the speakers’ bureau for the Repub- 
licans. The literary portion of the 
campaign work will be done in New 
York. This is a campaign which pos- 
sesses one element of novelty in the 
amount of literature put in circula- 
tion by the Republicans. Already they 
have sent out more than 2,000,000 
ccples of various speeches and other 
public documents. Before the cam- 
paign is under way they have broken 
arecord. Just what will be the total 
volume of literature that the com- 
mittee will inflict upon the pros- 
pective voter between now and elec- 
tion day is problematical. 

The Democrats jin their campaign 
book will play up the tariff as the 
one important issue of the campaign. 
They will insert a few kind words 
about conservation of the natural re- 
sources, paying a passing tribute, 
with the reverse Pinglish, to Secretary 
of the Interior Ballinger. They will 
also take a few leaves out of the 
campaign arguments advanced by 
Representatives Foss of Massachu- 
setts and Havens of New York in the 
by-election in the Fourteenth and 
Thirty-second districts of their re- 
spective states last spring regard- 
ing the higher cost of living. 

The Democrats will also have some- 
thing to say about extravagance in the 
expenditures, They will make much of 
the statement of Senator Aldrich to the 
effect that it would oe readily possible 
to save the Government $300,000,000 per 
annum if there was more unity of ac- 
tion between the estimating and appro- 
priating branches of the Government.”’ 

“Don’t List” Is a Long One, 

Francis Curtiss of the Republican com- 
mittee has had the hardest time that 
any editor ever knew to keep the Re- 
publican campaign book free from al- 
lugions to the unpleasantness existing 
between the two factions of the party. 
It has been necessary to make use of 
a ‘“‘don’t list,”’ such as never before was 
drawn up. On this index of interdicted 
words are mary with which the news- 
papers of all parties have been filled for 
more than a year. 

In the Republican campaign book the 
following expressions will not be per- 
mitted to appear: “insurgent,”’ “‘pro- 
gressive,” ‘“‘stand-patter,” ‘‘reaction- 
ary,’’ “Cannonism,” “Aldrichism,” and 
a number of other words which may 
cast reflection on the party’s unity or 
indicate the season of strife through 
which the party is passing. 

The Republican campaign book will be 
aivided into three general chapters. The 
first will tell:of the achievements of the 
party in the matter of legislation. It 
will go back to the organization of the 
party and cover the period from 1854 to 
date. It will boast of the accomplish- 
mentg of the last session in the matter 
of new, constructive legislation. It will 
explain and elaborate the whole story 
of the creative acts of the party. 

The second chapter will be. devoted 
to the defense of the present tariff 
law. It will tell of the wonderful revy- 
enue-producing power of the Payne-Al- 
drich measure. It will also te)jl of the 
good that the tariff is doing to Amer'- 
can industry and will quote President 
Taft and other leaders of the party in 
praise of the law. 

The third chapter of the book, will 
detail the efforts of the adminirtra- 
tion in the direction of econumy. In 
this the members of President Taft's 
cabinet each will be given a chance 
to relate the story of their efforts to 
cut down expenses. 

Nothing on Ballinger-Pinchot. 
In the Republican book the story of 


| the recent Ballinger-Pinchot contro- 


versy will have no place, but the Demo- 
crats will play ft up for all that it is 
worth. The only allusion that the Re- 
public book will make to the “con- 
servation cause’ will be embodied in 
the chapter on new legislation where 
the Taft bills will be given a word of 
praise. 

Chairman Lloyd expects to begin the 
fight from Chicago about Aug. 25, at 
which time he will return from Call- 
fornia. Chairman McKinley resides 
only a short distance from Chicago and 
bas already paid’ a number of visits 
there. He will increase the frequency 
of his trips and the duration of his 
stays from now on.

Who has not pondered over the amaz- 
life-story of this extraordinary 
@oman at whose shrine for so many 
years worshiped the elite of French so- 
ciety and statesmen, from a president 
of the republic downwards, admirals 
and generals, prominent judges, all 
gteat artists, all famous composers, all 
leading personalities in the world of 
in@astry, commerce and finance, and 
distinguished foreigners, too, including 
w : known diplomatists. 
oe amazing story it is, here briefly 
resumed, as an introduction to that, 
as yet quite unknown, chapter of the 
life she has led sincé her acquittal on 
No. 14,1909, at the Paris Court of As- 
size. from the terrible charge of having 
murdered her husband and her mother. 
. Marguerite Jeanne Japy, who was 
to’become the heroine of the great 
mystery and to make the name of 
Bteinheil known throughout’ the 
world, was born at Beaucourt on 
April 16, 1869.

Married Man 22 Years Her

NY 1890 Mile. Marguerite Japy be- 

came the wife of M. Steinheil, who 

was 22 years her senior, a well-known 
painter and the nephew of the great 
Meissonier. The couple resided in 
Paris in the villa of the Impasse 
Rorsin. The young woman made up 
her mind to have a “salon” where the 
elite of society would come. And she 
achieved her aim through sheer activ- 
ity, patience, tenacity, kindness and 
charm. She became the idol of Parisa 
She was the center of a little court 
which was to the Third Republic 
what the salon of Mme.

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he had no secrets from her, and by 
“secrets” is meant here not only per- 
sonal but state secrets of the highest 
importance. Indeed, Mme. Steinheil’s 
influence and power were so cons!der- 
able at one time that years later, in 
1908-1909, the Minister of Justice had 
great difficulty in finding a magistrate 
willing to investigate the charges of 
crime against her. 

On the night of May 30-31, 1908, the 
celebrated crime was committed. M. 
Steinheil and his mother-in-law, Mme. 
Japy, were murdered, and Mime. Stein- 
heil was found gagged and bound on 
her bed. She said that three men wear- 
ing black gaberdnes and a red-haired 
woman were the criminats. she police 
investigations led to no result. The au- 
thorities eventually dropped the case, 
but Mme. Steinheil was anxious to dis- 
cover the assassins, especially as a por- 
tion of the public accused her of the 
double murder, and she kept the police 
and the press at work. 

Six months after the crime she ao- 
cused in turn Wolff, the son of her 
cook, and Couillard, her valet, because 
anonymous letters reached her daily, in 
which the two men were denounced 
The two were arrested, then released, 
and on Nov. 2% Mme, Steinheil was ar- 
rested in her turn and remained in 
prison for a year. On Nov. 14, after 
her famous trial, which lasted a fort- 
night, she was acquitted, amid scenes 
ef indescribable enthusiasm. But out- 
side the gates of the Palace of Justice 
the huge mob clamored for her execu- 
tion! 

After the verdict she disappeared. 

She fled to London to escape the 
French newspaper reporters and it 
was in her lonely villa by the Thames, 
two hours from London, that I found 
her. 

Before relating our conversation I 
must describe the appearance of ‘the 
most taiked of woman in the world.” 
The most astonishing fact about Mme. 
Steinheil is her youthful appearance 
No wrinkles mar her beauty and she 
uses no cosmetics, no artifices, no 
rouge, no cold cream—not even powder. 

From her photographs it seems hard- 
ly possible that they represent a woman 
of over 40 years of age, who has lived 
through the most tragic hours conceiv- 
able, who has been in prison for more 
than a year and suffered unspeakable 
mental and physical agony during the 
most eventful and tragic trial recorded 
in the modern judicia! annals of Europe. 

Her blue eyes, which at times turn to 
a hazy gray, transparent green or to 
deep purple, are large and expressive;

a4 HAVE worked on them at various 

times. In prison already. I started 

writing my life story. Should Il 
publish these memoirs, it would be chief- 
ly to let the whole world understand and 
see the truth about the crime of which lI 
was accused. But I will not speak any 
more about this. In a few months, per- 
haps sooner, those sad memoirs may 
appear. Although, as I said, I am so 
tired of it all that I may only seek the 
obliviom I long for. 

“It is a delicate matter for a person 
with a notoriety acquired in such special 
and tragic circumstances to publish 
‘memoirs.’ It the memoirs are very 
complete, give accurate names and 
dates, state facts of importance and 
comment upon them, the author is 
bound to be accused of having written 
them in a spirit of revenge. If, on the 
contrary, the memoirs are couched in a 
very careful style, if names are omitted 
and facts are disclosed in a half-hearted 
and elusive manner, tney can be of little 
interest. On the other hand, I have, 
often felt that it was my right, almost 
my duty, to make certain definite state- 
ments, to explain my attitude in certain 
circumstances, to narrate from my 
point of view certain events, And, above 
all, I think I have a perfect right to 
tell the world what I know and feel 
about the terrible crime of which I was 
accused. Perhaps a faithful descrip- 
tion of the metho&s of the French ex- 
amining magistrate and of the life in 
a Parisian women’s prison, for instance, 
may prove of real interest; I might 
strike a happy ‘medium,’ but what is 
the use of it all. Better be forgotten 
and live in peace.”’

Million Club Will Give Pyro- 
technic Display on St. 
Louis U. Campus. 








Mayor Kreismann has _ been in- 
vited to touch off the first bomb at 
the opening of Pain’s spectacle, “The 
Battle in the Clouds,”’ Tuesday night 
sf St. Louts University campus, 
King’s highway and Manchester av- 
snue. The spectacie will be staged 
tor two weeks under the auspices of 
the Million Population Club, 

If the Mayor lingered in the vicin- 
ity of the fireworks he might sud- 
denly experience the same feeling as 
does the chorus of 200 who take the 
part of the “mob,” when a series of 
explosions are set off at their heels 
as they leave the stage at the open- 
ing of the battle to create a realistic 
idea of a panic. 

This “real panic” idea is the invention 
of Frank A. Rose, who has drilled the 
chorus of men and women who take part 
in the spectacle. The chorus must look 
‘“‘scared’’ as they flee from the besieged 
city when the acrial warships shower 
projectiles from the clouds. The mem- 
bers of the chorus are drilled to ‘‘break’’ 
for the exits when the battle begins. 

To assist them in their flight, several 
hidden explosives are set off behind 
them. 

The first performance will be given 
Tuesday night, which will be ‘Million 
Club” night: The emblem of the Mil- 
lion Population Club and the American 
Beauty rose fn colors will be two of the 
prettiest features of the first evening. 
Other lodges and civic organizations will 
attend in a body on various nights, and 
emblems of the orders will be shown in 
fireworks on their respective nights.

residents will be shown in blazing out- 
line and colors.

On these nails the 
little cylinders, the size of cigarettes, 
which form the basis of. the display, 
are placed and connected with a quick 
fuse. 

The cylinders all light almost simul- 
taneously, some changing color as they 
burn, giving the shadow and color ef- 
fects to the picture of blazing powder. 

“The Battle in the Clouds,” the fea- 
ture of each performance, shows aerial 


warships hovering above a modern city |* 


50 years hence, throwing bombs of de- 
struction upon the skyscrapers and oth- 
er buildings, while the populace flee in 
terror. 

Eighteen expert fireworkers are nec- 
essary to handle this spectacle. They 
are under the direction of James Cun- 
liffe, who bears the scars of many 
premature explosions which have hap-

St. Louis Has Opportunity to 
Choose Capable Men to 
Help Make State Laws. 








SOME ARE NOT OPPOSED 





Many Republicans Have a 
Clear Field, but Democrats 
Contest for Places. 





Three State senators and 16 mem- 
bers of the Missouri House of Repre- 
sentatives are to be elected in St. 
Louis at the November election. The 
party candidates will be nominated 
Tuesday. 


The Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives enact all the laws for the 
State government. It is important 
that none but good men be sent to the 
General Assembly to represent §&t. 
Louis. In former years many 8t. Louis 
representatives have been indifferent 
to the welfare of the city and the 
State, and many of them have been 
in alliance with selfish interests. The 
St. Louis representatives and sena- 
tors, for honest work and ability, have 
not measured up to the standard of 
the men elected to represent the 
country districts. 

The Republican candidates for 
State Senator in the three St. Louis 
districts have no opposition. Adolph 
BH. Methudy, who has served one term, 
is candidate for re-election in the 
Thirtieth District; Alroy 8S. Phillips is 
the candidate in the Thirty-second 
District, and Charles O. A. Brunk, a 
former Representative, is the candi- 
date in the Thirty-fourth District. 

Republicans Have. Few Contests. 

There are Republican contests onin 
only two of the six Legislative dis- 
tricts. In the Second District, en- 
titled to three representatives, the 
only candidates are Louts Becker, 
Theodore F. Hagenow and _ Robert 
Paulus; in the Third District, also 
entitled to three répresentatives, the 
only candidates are Harry V. En- 
etish, Arthur Kramer and August D. 
Mattfeldt. 

The candidates in the Fifth District 
Bre Henry A. E. Cheshire and Grant 
Gillesple. The district is entitled to 
two representatives. Gillespie is a 
lawyer, and was attorney for the 

»Harry B. Gardner insurance com- 
panies which are getting a great deal 
of unpleasant notoriety. He was dis- 
charged from his. position with those 
companies Friday. 

Hiram Lloyd and Leighton Shields 
are the candidates in the Sixth Dis- 
trict, which is entitled to two represen- 
tatives. Lloyd was the floor leader of 
the last House, and supported all of the 
‘,@asures advocated by Gev. Hadley. 
Shields is a young lawyer of good ca- 
pacity and is local secretary of the 

~"Red-Cross Society. 

In thg First District there are five 
candidates for the three nominations. 
Edward J. Troy, secretary of the Manu. 
facturers’ Association is one of the can- 
didates. Troy is a former newspaper 
reporter and is taking a night course in 
law. He is qualified for the duties of 
a representative. The labor unlons are 
bitterly opposed to him. 

Frank B. Warner, who served one 
term in the House, again is a candidate. 
His chief legislative feat during his 
other term was working off a box of 
loaded cigars on the country members. 
He is a good practical joker, and was 
formerly a bookmaker. The other can- 
didates are Henry C. Erman, an en- 
gineer of 2358 Tennessee avenue; Oliver 
T. Remmers, a clerk of 712 Dover place, 
and William Sziesza, a paper hanger of 
$119 South Broadway. 

Fiye Are Out fn the Fourth, 

There are five candidates also for 
the three nominations in the Fourth 
District. Vincent Dempsey, a law- 
yer of 1917 North Grand avenue,, is 
considered well qualified. Alfred E. 
Metzinger. of 3920 Palm street is a 
bartender, and has had no experience 
that would qualify him as a compe- 
tent lewmaker for the people.

He formerly conducted a sa- 
loon on Market street, but his license 
was revoked by the Excise Commission- 
er.

Fourth District. and John M. Welsh, a

Sterling E. Edmunds, a Democrat, in 
the Sixth District, is a former newspa- 
per man, now an attorney. He was de- 
feated for the Democratic nomination 
fér Congress in the ‘i'welfth Congres- 
sional District by Colin M. Selph in the 
last campaign. He stands well profes- 
sionally and in politics and is thorough- 
ly competent. 

William C. Connett, Democrat, in the 
Sixth District, wag private secretary to 
Mayor ..elis and was active in exposing 
bribery in the House of Delegates.

The league's committee which 
framed the city forester’s ordinance 
points out that when that ordinance 
was framed they found the charter 
restrictions limited the new officer's 
duties chiefly to advice and regula- 
tion. He can superintend the plant- 
ing and culture of trees, but he has 
no authority to plant them and have 
the cost assessed against the abutting 
property. 

The City of Newark, N. J., has in 
five years planted 11,000 shade trees 
and the cost has been collected from 
the abutting property. 

A test case against this form of 
special assessment was taken to thr 
Supreme Court in the State of Kansas 
and the Court upheld the statute and 


ordinance on the ground that the im- 
provement is a recognized public 
benefit. The Civic League's attorney, 
Charles P. Williams, is of the opinion 
that a charter provision to this ef- 
fect would be sustained by the courts 
of Missouri.

all know the crying need of pure milk for 
the helpless little babies, and ice for 
the sick, and the great good resulting 
from it. 
In every large city there are districts 
where hundreds of people have to live. 
The houses are not well ventilated, but 
they are crowded up against each other; 
the air ig not pure, and there are no 
nice green lawns with shade trees— 
only the hot, narrow, dirty streets. The 
little babies, and even the grownup 
folk, get sick from the heat and the 
bad air, and they must have ice and 
pure milk that they may live and grow 
strong and become good, useful citizens. 
Often the little babies are ijeft alone 
while their mothers and fathers are 
away at work. 

Sometimes these little babies are 
tucked in coal-scuttles and soap boxes 


to keep them out of harm’s way 
while their mothers are at work in 


And sometimes a piece 
of fat meat will be tied around their 
little thumbs to pacify them and sat- 
isfy the gnawing pangs of hunger. 


Hard on Little Ones. 

For years statistics have shown that 
in all the large cities more babies 
die before they reach the age of one 
year than live. Men of sclence have 
investigated this alarming and 4dis- 
tressing condition and they have de- 
cided, and their decision is based on 
facts, that the terrible mortality 
among children is due to impure, 
germ-breeding and unsanitary milk 
that the babies are compelled to 
drink, or else to the entire lack of 
any milk and the substitution there- 
for of the coarse food of the parents 
as sustenance for babies in arma.

“Recognizing the fact that the bur- 
dens of taxation should rest most light- 
ly on those least able to bear them, I 
would, as far as possible, gather the 
tariff revenue from luxuries, rather than 
necessities. 

“In order that there may be real re- 
lief from tariff exactions, and for other 
good reasons, I favor a tax upon the in- 
come of both persons and corporations. 
“The powers of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission should be so extend- 
ed as to enable that body to compel 
fair and just rates upon all interstate 
commerce. 

“Discrimination by public carriers 
against either individuals or commun- 
ities is unjustifiable, and ought to be 
no longer tolerated. 

“The integrity and powers of the

Direct Vote on Senators. 


“Reposing confidence in the integ- | 
rity and learning of the judges of ; 
our courts, and believing that 
judges elected by the people 
are imbued with as high u 
sense of honor as those ap- 
pointed by the President, and further 
believing that the laws of a svv- 
ereign state are not to be lightly set 
aside, I favor the enactment of a 
statute which will prevent the annul- 
ment by Federal courts of a state 
law until the tribunals of the State 
have been permitted to pass upon its 
constitutionality. 

“If a foreign corporation volunta- 
rily enters a state for the purpose of 
continuously doing business therein, 
it should be compelled to submit to 
the laws and courts of the State.

The 
provisions of the law should be en- 
larged so as to prescribe forfeitures 
sufficiently heavy to punish the 
guilty corporation, and deter others 
from committing like offenses. The 
power and duty of courts to appoint 
receivers and take possession of 
every criminal trust should be made 
plain.

Dr. Dahne was on his way from 
San Francisco to New York to meet 
President-Elect Fonseco when he was 
advised that the President-elect, on 
account of the serious illness of his 
son, was prempted to forego his con- 
templated trip to America and hurry 
back to Rio de Janeiro. The doctor 
then altered his plans. After remain- 
ing here a few days, at the Washing- 
ton Hotel, he will depart for Minne- 
apolis and from there will traverse 
the Winnipeg and Canada wiicat Delt, 
studying the harvésting methods. Aft- 
er that he will visit Vancouver, Se- 
attle and Portland and attend the 
Celifornia State Fair at Sacramento, 
early in September. 

Cotton Growing to Be Studied, 

The conditions of cotton cultivation 
will be studied by him in the Imperial 
Valley of Southern California, in 
Texas and Louisiana, after which he 
will Jook into colonization in North- 
ern Mexico and return home in De- 
cember, completing an eight months’ 
trip.

growing habit by demonstrating to them 
that other things can be grown profit- 
ably there which are not now made a 
source of profit. 


Liberal advantages and guaranties 
are offered by the Brazilian Govern- 
ment to industrialists and capitalists 
for the achievement of certain results 
in the cultivation of the soil. 

So great is the overproduction of cof- 
fee that the Government has prohibited 
the planting of new fields for the next 
five years. Coffee now constitutes two- 
thirds of all the exports of the country. 
Rubber comes second, but it is not a 
cultivated product, being gathered by 
natives in regions where white men can- 
not live. 

Commissioner Dahne also jis seeking 
to establish closer . commercial relar 
tions between the United States and 
Brazil and a more extended inter- 
change of products. At present Brazil‘ 
receives from the United States agri- 
cultural machinery and packing pro- 
ducts and little else. Dr, Dahne says 
the Brazilians need all kinds of ma- 
chinery: and manufactured articles.

was captured. Carney pursued 
his quarry relentlessly, his chas2 
covering 11,000 miles. Carney 
obtained the elew which trapred 
Wendling from Mrs. Cora Mue- 
na, a milliner, of Hume, Mo. 
Wendling Hid Under a Sink. 


Wendling was drarered from be- 
neath a sink in the washroom of a 
Third street lodging house today. He 
had been hiding there for 24 hours 
Wedling admitted his tdentity, but he 
denied he was the murderer of Alma 
Kellner and said that he never had 
heard the girl's name before. . 

A few minutes after the arrest Car- 
ney arrived to learn that his search 
for Wendling had been crowned with 
success, 

It seemed the trony of fate that the 
only respectable woman found by Car- 
ney to have been 
Wendling during his 
should have been the unconscious 
means of betraying him. Mrs. 
Muena met Wendling at the home of 
her aunt in Houston, Tex., and he- 
fore she returned to Hume, she was 
engaged to the dashing young French- 
man, who dazzled the woman with 
tales of his wealth in France, which 
would come to him with the death of 
his awed father.

The three customers in the saloon 
were William Kernan of 892 Clark 
avenue, krank Bambrick of 3011 Clark 
avenue and C. McKeon of 3648 Blaine 
avenue. 

Policemen were rushed to the saloon 
soon after the shooting, but the rob- 
bers escaped to the railroad yards south 
of Clark avenue.

Woddmansee dismissed _ the 
elaim that the stock had been obtained 
by fraudulent collusion between Joseph 
a6 Wyckoff, of London, England and 
Mrs. Procter and states that -the stock 
was given by Percy Procter previous 
to his marriage to the Baroness as col- 

eral for a marriage settlement of 
$40,000. The court held that the present 
ownership of the stock is vested joint- 
ly im Mr. and Mrs. Pocter and let the 
injunction stand until the Procters have 
come to some agreement out of court 
which he recommends before giving his 
final decision in the matter. 7 

Joseph de Wyckoff was given a severe 
scorge for his claim to ownership of 
the shares of the stock and the claim 
of a brokerage firm of London for ser- 
‘yviees is also dismissed. Pending a set- 
tlement out of court the case goes over 
to the October session. Attorneys for 
the Baroness and Mr. Procter have 
made arrangements for conference next 
Thursday. The Baroness has repeated- 
ly said that it is her husband, not the 
stock she wants.

Want of Competiton Has 
Hurt St. Louis Athletes 





Too Few Track and Field Events Responsible 
for Slump in Performance of 
Capable Men. 





Statistics plainly show that local 
track athletics for the past four years 
has been on the decline and that many 
young aspirants of honors on the cin- 
der path who have shown flashes ef 
excellent form have not develeped into 
stars, but have deteriorated, owing to 
the lack of competition. 

During the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position, when stars from the feur cor- 
ners of the country were here in com- 
petition, the showing made by the lo-'| 
cal athletes, who well realized the 
necessity of training and condition, was 
commendable. It was competition that 
put the sport on such a high plane. 
Witheut it there can be little hepe of 
attaining a high position in the athletic 
world. 

New York City affords an excellent 
example ef what will be the eventual] 
result of keen competition. At the end 
of each year, when summing up the 
number of New World's records brok- 
en, we find that an overwhelming ma- 
jority are established in Gotham. Mel- 
vin Sheppard, whe now is the supreme 
figure among middle-distance runners, 
and who already made two New 
World’s marks this season, in 194 was 
given the hardest race of his early 
career by Harry Kiener, now captain 
of the M. A. C, track team. Kiener, at 
that time, wag in his prime as a half- 
miler, being put om scratch, while Shep- 
part received a 6S-yard handicap. At 
the start of the race the crack New 
Yorker jumped to the fore at the sound 
of the gun, and nearing the stretch led 
the cherry diamend athlete some 10 
yards. Kiener taxed his reserve, clos- 
ing the gap, but the spurt was a little 
too late, as Sheppard had crossed the 
line by the narrowest of margins in 
front of his Western rival 60 ex- 
hausted was Sheppard that he had to 
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middie distance men seeking keener 
competition in the hurdles, which he 
has since followed. In the Triple A open 
handicap meet the Cherry Diamond ath- 
lete made done of the best records of the 
year in the 120-yard high hurdles, the 
time being 15 8-10 seconds, the best rec- 
ord made by a St. Louis athlete in many 
seasons. 

Irvin Biel, who stands without a peer 
in the Western section over a distance 
from five to ten miles, is not capable 
of ascertaining just what he can do, as 
there has been no one to press him to 
his limit. Biel‘s style is such that when 
competing against a good man that he 
never sets the pace. He keeps within 
striking distance of the pacemaker and 
at the finish sets out on the final spurt, 
which has made him second to none in 
the West. Forline has done well in the 
dashes, as has John McCawley, the 
former McKinley High athlete, and Rob- 
ert Worrell of the M. A. C., Will Haynes 
and Walter Warner have made good in 
the broad jump, while John Nichelson. 
the Missouri U. freshman still shows 
excellent form in the high jump. 

All of these athletes have been re- 
turned consistent winners in loca] meets; 
but with the lack of keen, outside com- 
petition they have never extended them- 
selves to any extent. But now the cur- 
tain has been practically wrung down 
and nothing more is being done towards 
further conditioning, there being noth- 
ing in sight for the future. 

The National A. A. U,

TO QUIT M.S. U. 


Missouri University lost another of its 
coaches, when Guy 8S. Lowman coach of 
the baseball and basket-ball teams, ten- 
dered his resignation to the University 
Board to accept a position as head ccach 
of football and baseball at the Alabama 
University. 

Lowman is the third to withdraw from 
athletics at Columbia, and ft is with 
much regret, as there is much credit 
given him for the two Missouri Valley 
conference baseball championships won 
by the Tigers in the past two years. 

Lowman was much in favor amongst 
the athletes at the school, and his ab- 
sence will be felt with greater force 
than that of Athletic Director C. W. 
Etherington and W. J. Monilaw, man- 
ager of athletics and track coach. H 
Etherington has left for Wisconsin Uni- 
versity, where. he will continue as an 
athietic director, while Monilaw has left 
for Chicago. 

The resignation of Lowman means 
that next season the Tigers will have 
new coaches in all branches of sport, 
but Hollenbach, the former star foot- 
ball performer for Pennsylvania, is the 
only one appointed for duties next fall 
at Columbia, he being appointed foot- 
ball coach. In basket ball Lowman, 
owing to numerous injuries sustained 
under the new intercollegiate by his 
players, failed to meet with much suo- 
cess in the conference, but in the na- 
tional pastime he more than demon- 
strated his ability as & developer of 
talent, judging from the decisive man- 
ner the Tigers swept the teams in the 
Western conference.

In addition to these patrons 
of the turf there are many men con- 
spicuous in the money market of the 
track who have engaged cottages and 
suites in the big hotels. Mr. Butler, 
who has been busy all year with his 
varied business in this and his two 
racetracks, Juarez and Empire City, has 
engaged quarters at the United States 
Hotel. He told a friend that he had 
found Saratoga the most enjoyable of 
all summer resorts and would spend 
all of his vacation here. 

August Belmont, for the first time in 
many years, will spend the greater part 
of the racing season at the spa. For- 
merly he has been abroad during the 
racing at this place, but this year he 
owns 80 many fine 2-year-olds that the 
sport, always a pleasure to him, will 
have in it an added zest because of the 
prominent part that his colts will play 
in the racing. In addition to this, there 
will be many polo matches between the 
American and English crack players. 
As Mr. Belmont is a polo player of 
fine ability and enthusiasm regarding 
the game, he will devote most of his 
vacation to the outdoor life and sports 
which Saratoga will provide its vis- 
itors.

The award of the Glidden tour trophy 
has roused a mighty furore in the land. 
‘First it was given to the Premier car. 
Then protest against the award was 
entered by the Chalmers Motor Co. and 
the American Automob..e Association 
sustained the protest ard started to give 
the trophy to the Chalmers car, which 
finished with the second best record. 
Then the Premier Motor Car Co. went 
to court and asked an injunction to pre- 
vent the taking away of tne trophy. 

The last move in the row is the notice 
issued by the american Automobile Co. 
to the effect that Premier cars are 
hereafter disbarred from all racing and 

a8 touring events, because their manufac- 
“turers went to court about the trophy, 
after agreeing that the decision of the 
contest board would be final. 

Hugh Chalmers, president of the Chal- 
mers Motor Co., has issued a long Iinter- 
view setting forth the cause of the con- 
troversy. 

“The entry blanks signed by all en- 
trants in the Glidden tour,’ said Mr. 
Chalmers, ‘‘hear a cleuse to the effect 
that the signer oegrees to abide by all 
of the rules of the contest board and to 
accept all stipulations and conditions 
therein contained. 

“The hearing of the case by the con- 
_test board was fair and impartial and 
-centered about an extremely simple 
proposition. We had entered a strictly 
stock car in the Glidden tour in full 
accordance with the rules of that event. 
We believed that the Premier cars were 
‘not stock cars. U..der the rules govern- 
ing the Glidden tour we entered a pro- 
test to that effect. Through a misunder- 
standine of the rules, Referee Whiting 
did not give us a hearing on the pro- 
test at the end of the tour in Chicago, 
so it was later carried before the con- 
test board in New York. At the recent 
hearing the Premier company and the 
Chalmers company submitted evidence 
on the proposition as to whether the 
Premier cars in the Glidden tour *were 
stock cars. 

“The attorney for the Premier com- 
‘pany saw to it-that none but strictly 
/ogal evidence was submitted to the 
centest board by the Chalmers company. 

On the other hand, the Premier com- 
pany failed to submit evidence to sus- 
isin the stock status of the Premier 
Gilidden tour cars in respect to equip- 
ment of auxiliary,. oil tank and pump 
‘or injecting oil direct to the crank case. 
They failed to do this, as Mr. Butler’s 
etatement says, in spite of repeated de- 
mands on the part of the Technical 

Committee of the American Automobile 
Association from June 29 to July 21, dur- 
ing-which period three of the members 
of the committee visited the Premier 
factory.”

Number of Cars Owned Here 
Over.3800 to What It Was 
18 Months Ago. 
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A fact of much interest as showing 
the tremendous development of the 
automobile fever in St. Louis, is shown 
by the issue of licerses by License Col- 


lector Alt. On Dec. 31, i889, there 
had been issued for the year just 1900 
licenses, indicating that number of cars 
owned in St. Louis. Saturday, July 30, 
1910, 18 months later, the number of 
licensed cars in St. Louls had reached 
3800, exactly double the previous figure. 
And this does not cover all the cars 
owned here, for a large number of weal- 
thy people who own two or three cars 
have but one license plate. 

Incidentally the automobile -manv/ac- 
turing industry in this city is growing 
rapidly’ as it also is in the few other 
cities where this important branch of 
manufacting has centered: The impor- 
tance of the automobile industry to a 
city is shown by some figures recently 
compiled in regard to automobile bus- 
iness of Michigan, and of Detroit in 
particular. 

The total capitalization of Michigan’s 
45° automobile factories is nearly $50,- 
000,000 and these factories give em- 
ployment to about 50,000 men In addition 
to about 20,000 employed in the manufac- 
ture of automobile parts and acces- 
sorties.

In fact, it has 
already been predicted that within a 
few years Detroit's population will have 
reached the million mark and this city 
become the greatest commercial center 
of the middle West.

NEW YORK, July 30.—The Pvening 
Post in its copyrighted financial week- 
ly review today says:

“Tt will, perhaps, be sald that our 
own cleaning up process has been no 
more drastic and thorough going than 
it was in 1903, and the statement would

occurred in the European financial mar- 
kets during 1910. Europe had passed 
through its own liquidating period 
lond before—London and Paris in 1899, 
Berlin in 1900 and 1901, and all of those 
markets were ready to help out New 


York or take advantage of its difficul- 
ties, as the case might be. 
Liquidation Is General. 

“There has been no such condition of 
thines this year, unless one applies the 
description to what may be called the 
emergency loans made by Paris to other 
markets. It has been the peculiar case 
of all the world’s markets suffering al- 
most simultaneously from a spasm of 
forced liquidation. 

“Another curlous fact about the finan- 
cial history of 1910 to date is that practi- 
cally nobody, up to the very end of 1909, 
predicted anything like what has hap- 
pened; indeed, the general run of finan- 
cial experts—including some of the high- 
er lights in high finance—took a wholly 
different view of the prospect. 

“Tt is quite true that in Europe some 
solitary prophets warned the markets 
that the deluge of new securities could 
not continue to pour on the money mar- 
ket without making trouble, and that 
in this country now and then a voice 
crying in the wilderness would suggest 
‘that two years after a severe financial 
crisis was a pretty short time in which 
to accumulate the resources for a wild 
financial and industrial boom. 

High Financiers Surprised. 

“But even these lonesome personages 
would scarcely have ventured to sug- 
gest thet in America, much more than 
half of the recovery made in prices 
since the panic of 1907 would be can- 
celed or that in Europe some of the 
most powerful Investment properties 
would be scaled down 2% or 3 per cent 
in value. As for the cheerfully dis- 
posed, inside and outside the ranks of 
high finance, one need only reread the 
history of the last half of 1909 to get an 
idea of what they expected from 1910. 

“The two particularly interesting 
questions which occur to mind, when 
looking back upon such an eplsode, 
are these: Why were 80 many ex- 
perienced financiers s0 hopelessly 
wrong about the situation, a year 
ago? and what is the real situation 
now, after the readjustment of the 
past seven months? 

“As to the first of these questions, 
the most plausible answer is, that the 
financiers who misunderstood the 
financial situation a year ago, did so 
because they misunderstood the situa- 
tion in the panic of 1907 and in the 
booms of 1906 and 1901. 

History Repeats Itself. 

“Strange as it may appear, when 
the whole history of finance for two 
or three centuries back, teaches the 
necessary consequences of abuse of 
credit, 
practical fipmance who insist that no 
such presumptions are necessary; who 
contend that, In some occult way, the 
whim of aggregated capital has su- 
perseded the working of old-fashion- 
ed economic law; who argue that the 
wild booms of today are the result 
of real conditions, whereas the severe 
reactions are merely the result of ac- 
cidents or of the experiments of some 
unpopular individual, or of the meas- 
ures taken by Washington. 

“There Was a sound economic cause 
for. 1901 and 1906; but the Northern 
Securities decision alone caused 1903 
and the Standard Oi] decision 1907. 
That such ideas have a certain vogue, 
everybody knows. But how could it 
be possible for anyone, habitually 
employing such reasoning as that, to 
forecast 1910? 

“The question, what, after all, is 
now the real situation of American 
finance, is easy enough to answer 
in accordance with sound financial 
principles, but the answer will seem 
to a good many people paradoxical. 
Our financial situation, eight or nine 
months ago, when large financia! in- 
terests and great banks had their 
backs to the wall, holding up by 
brute force of credit the price of 
speculative stocks, wag extremely 
precarious. 

Financial Situation Improved.

Chicago July Wheat a 
Violently as Deal 
Closes. 


The wheat market developed a reac- 
tionary tendency the past week, and 


after early strength broke sharply. 
Prices rallied slightly in the last vedi F 
trading on the firmness in corn. 

Professionals were favoring the sell- 
ing side at all times, and pressed their 
advantage aggressively as soon as the 
market showed signs of ylelding. 

Traders assert that the advance in 
wheat has been overdone. That condi- 
tions in the spring belt, where recent 
advices were sensationally bad, are 
rapidly improving, that the damage re- 
ports were grossly exaggerated, and 
that the spring yield will show well 
above the pessimistic estimates put out 
while prices were being manipulated. 

While conditions were tmproving in 
the domestic Northwest. Canada, which 
was also subjected to an attack by the 
‘crop killers,’’ reported a vastly improv- 
ed outlook, and it is likely the yield 
there will total well above the 100,000,000 
mark compared to recent estimates at 
80,000,000 bu. 

The winter wheat belt remained favor- 
able for the movement and receipts 
were largely in excess of a week ago. 
For the four weeks of June, according 
to the price current, the receipt of 
wheat at primary points with compari- 
sons were:

In spite of this movement and an un- 
usual run of wheat to the Northwestern 
markets, authorities say the farmer in 
important- sections is holding his grain. 

The Modern Miller says: 

“The holding attitude of winter wheat 
farmers is well defined in many sec- 
tions. A considerable percentage of the 
soft winter wheat in a number of 
states, notably in Missouri, Illinois and 
the Southeast, is light test.’’ 

Reports from 105 counties in Kansas 
to the Daily Drovers’ Telegram make 
the total wheat crop of Kansas 63,439,- 
940 bu. Grain dealers, millers and bank- 
«rg partici»ated, basing their averag;3 on 
threshing returns. The average econdli- 
tion of corn on July 3% is placed at 72.2. 
This wheat total is 17,519,151 bu less than 
the official yield in 1909. Traders 
thought this estimate too low. 

The July deal in the Chicago mar- 
ket came to a close Saturday and the 
price of the interested option fluctu- 
ated wildly between $1.09 and 
$1.03%. The fight had been waged 
bitterly for some time. Over 2,000,- 
ove bu of wheat were shipped into 
Cnicago to break the corner. One mil- 
lion bushels were standing on track. 

All hope of shorts that the Board 
of Trade would relieve the situation 
by allowing deliveries to be made 
from this wheat was abandoned on 
Saturday, although the board’s fre- 
quent declarations against corners 
had led to a belief in some quarters. 
that Waterman's hold would be brok- 
en in this way. 

There was precedent for such ac- 
tion, but no meeting of the directors 
of the board was called and the last 
chance for making the wheat regu- 
lar delivery passed. 

Broomhall estimates wheat and flour 
shipments this week, exclusive of North 
America, at 7,600,000 bu, against 56,636,- 
000 bu last week. Europe should take 
7,200,000 bu. Total shipments last week 
were 6,672,000 bu, a year ago 6,608,000 bu. 
He predicts Russian shipments this sea- 
son will be 80,000,000 bu less than last 
season. 

Argentine wheat shipments this 
week were ‘1,972,000 bu, against 1,- 
284,000 bu last week and 880,000 bu 
last year. Since Jan, 1 to date 44,- 
878,000 bu, against 88,944,000 last 
year. The visible there this week 
was 1,320,000 bu; last week 1,120,000 
bu, last year 620,000 bu. 

Australian wheat shipments this 
week were 592,000 bu, against 264,000 
bu last week and 208,000 bu tast 
year. Indian shipments were 2,232,000 
bu this week, 1,600,000 bu last week 
and 1,712,000 bu last year. 

Corn rallied sharply in the late mar- 
ket after declining over 4c. Pessimistic 
reports from the growing area were 
the influence provoking the advance. 
While it is likely that some damage in 
corn has been done, it is unlikely that 
it is as sensational as reports indicate. 
Iowa, Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska 
all received moisture during the week, 
but In the tenor of the speculative sen- 
timent now prevailing nothing less than 
a deluge will satisfy the trade. The 
increased acreage of over 6,000,000, in- 
dicated by the Government report, 
should more than offset any damage 
done. 

Snow's weexly report on Kansas says:

The native cattle trade last week was 
a repetition of the former week as far 
as demand and movement was con- 
cerned. Trading throughout the entire 
week was conducted aiong draggy lines 
with salesmen forced to concede decline 
to effect a clearance of their holdings. 
It was an unsatisfactory week and with 
buyers plainly showing their preference 


for quarantine cattle, with which big 
share of the native offerjngs competed, 
dressed beef interests were in control of 
the market up to the finish. 

Beef steer values at the start were 
shaded 15@25c under the close two weeks 
ago. Choice steers, such as sold around 
$8 mark, declineu lic and although sup- 
plies of those sorts was light, it had no 
material effect in livening the trade. A 
big share of the offerings were medium 
grassy beeves around $4.50@5, to a me- 
dium to pretty good class of 1000@1300 lb. 
beeves at $5.50@6.75, and there have been 
comparatively few good enough to reach 
over the $7 mark. 

Heifers and Cows Decline. 

Irregularity featured selling of heifers 
and light mixed lots at all stages. Re- 
stricted demand of buyers necessitated 
the fullest kind of showing to work off 
the offerings at 2@35c decline. Clear- 
ances every day were poorly effected 
and some salesmen carried butcher stuff 
several days before finding outlet at the 
decline. Few lots of good heifers went 
at $6.50@6.10 and very few prime kinds 
reached $7. It was generally a $4@6 
market. Selling ‘of cows was dull in 
sympathy, with better grades off 10@l5c, 
while cheap kinds under $3.60 held near-’ 
ly steady. Very few were good enough 
to sell over $5, while extreme top was 
$5.8. Bulk of medium to good fat cows 
sold at $3.75@4.50 and most of the canner 
and cutter grade at $2.75@3.50. 

The bull market was quiet, though 
steady. Sales ranged at $3.25@5.25. At 
the start of the week the calf market 
averaged 25@50c lower. 

As the period advanced demand im- 
proved and late deals were again ai 
the level set two weeks ago with tops 
at $9.25 and most of the light weights 
selling at $8@9. 

Stock cattle receipts were heaviest in 
some weeks. Early trade was very 
slow and prices shaded W@2%5c. At the 
level of values and with good raing in 
the country, buyers commenced to buy 
quite freely toward the close and ef- 
fected a pretty good clearance of the 
available supplies. Bulk of the fair to 
good steers, 0 to 1000 pounds, sold at 
%.50G@6, a few sorted kinds reaching 
8.2%, with most light-weights at $2.5 
@4.10. 

A 1542%5c lower price basis governed 
quarantine steer deals last week. Trad 
ing held an active level and a good lib- 
eral supply moved readily. The top was 
9.70. Most of the fair to good 1000 to 
110 pound eteers went at 4.5@5.90 and

Hogs Hold About Steady. 

But a moderate supply of hogs 
reached the market last week, and 
there was little real change to the 
trade the first half of the week but 
85@50 was lost later. Compared with the 
corresponding week of last year receipts 
showed a losg of around 10,000 head, and 
also a good loss compared with the prev- 
ious week. But few pigs and lights 
were received, as the arrivals were 
nearly all medium and heavy weights. 

There was'a strong demand for the 
g00d pigs and lights from the ship- 
pers, and they outsold the good me- 
dium and heavy hogs nearly 50c per 
100 pounds, the same as for the past 
month or more. Packers were bear- 
ish all week and wanted their hogs 
on a lower basis, but, the supply 
being small, they were unable to 
force any heavy declines. 

Good pigs and lights sold from $9.00 
@ 9.35 as a rule, while medium weights 
went at §$8.60@8.85 largely and _ the 
heavy hogs from  $8.40@8.60. Plain 
grade packers with weight sold at 
the bottom of the market, but all 
heavy hogs weighing 250 pounds or 
more were poor sellers. Nearly all 
of the pigs and lights received were 
good quality. Rough sows and stags 
that were thrown out went largely 


at .$8.00@8.40. 
Sheep Decline on Liberal Supply. 


Sheep started out on a good strong 
basis but as the receipts continued lib- 
eral good prices dropped off and at 
the close of the week lambs were close 
to 50c lower than the best time, while 
sheep were 26c off. Buyers sorted their 
purchases of lambs rather deep the mid- 
dle and latter part of the week. It was 
hard to move the poorer grade lambs 
after the first two days. 

Tennessee lambs sold as high as $7.60 
the fore part of the week and native 
lambs were up to $7.35, but at the close 
of the week very few were selling for 
more than $7, while a right fair sort 
were going at $6.50@6.85, and some plain 
grades at $6@6.40. Cull lambs as a rule 
went from $4.25@5, although quite a 
number brought $6.25@5.50 the fore part 
of the week. Common little lambs sold 
at $4@4.40. 

Mutton sheep brought $4.25 the fore 
part of the week and $ later, but most 
jof the good ewes sold for breeders and 
they brought $4.50@6. Plain mixed 
stockers sold from $3@4, with poor 
grades going from $2@2.8, and old skin 
toothless ewes $1.@2. Bucks sold at 
$8 all week and showed no change from 
the previous week whatever. 

Horses Active; Mules Quiet. 

This has been another active week iz 
the horse trade. The supply for the 
native auction ran close too #0 head 
and more good horses could have been 
sold had they arrived. The demand was 
principally from the East aod it was un- 
usually large for this, supposed to be, 
the dull season. New York and Pennsyl- 
vania buyers predominated at the ra- 
tive anctions. The better grades of 
chunks and heavy forses sold fully 
steady while the ordinary and plain 
types of chunks manifested some ‘!m- 
provement. 

The mule market proved exceptionally 
quiet. A few mine mules were picked 
up by outside buyers but aside from 
this the demand was ‘small. Local 
Cealers say that, so far, this has proved 
the dullest summer fn the mule trade 
that has been expertenced for the past 
six or eight years. One reason for this 
is the lack of demand from railroad

(SPOT COTTON HOLDERS 


ARE PRESSING SALES 


High Option Sales in New York 
Is Attracting Much Cotton 
to That Market. 





The weakness in cotton early in the 
week had an adverse effect upon values 
generally and was attributed to the 
fact that holders of spot cotton, at- 
tracted by the high prices prevatiing, 
were pressing sales of July and Au- 
gust at New York with a view to de- 
livery. It begins to look as though 
the deliveries against July in that mar- 
ket would now exceed 159,000 bales. 

Liverpool ani the South, to say noth- 
ing of Southern and Bastern mills, 
have been the deliverers, and if the 
New York market maintains its pre- 
mmium, it seems a foregone conclusion 
that all available old crop tender cot- 
ton will find its way there by the end 
of August. The amount of cotton re- 
maining in the South is, however, dis- 
tressingly small and unless its volume 
is to be materially augmented by new 
cotton in time for shipment to New 
York for August delivery, which seems 
unlikely in view of the lateness of the 
crop, 
possibly yet be made to pay for their 
folly. 

July Option Shows Strength. 
The July option showed spasmodic 
strength at times during the week as 
a result of desperate efforts on the 
part of shorts to cover. Frank B. 
Hayne’s bid of 14.350 for 50,000 bales 
at the opening on Wednesday started a 
covering movement which carried the 
market to 16.10c for July, with not more 
than 1000 bales changing hands on the 
advance. 

It is suspected that the congestion at 
New York warehouses, resulting from 
the tremendous receipts of cotton for de- 
livery on July contracts, has caused 
some short covering by those who fear 
they will be unable to get their ship- 
ments warehoused and inspected in time 
for delivery during the current month. 
The Mercantile Crop Reporting Bu- 
reau issued a report early In the week 
making the present crop 10,664,000 bales. 
As this was rather In excess of general 
expectations the market promptly sold 
off some 10 or 12 points on the near 
months. 

Cetton Geods Demand Better. 
Demand for cotton goods seems now to 
be on a gradual increase. In some quar- 
ters the engagements for fall and wih- 
ter shipment have been of a very fair 
size and sellers are becoming more op- 
timistic over the outlook. An improved 
dry goods situation will do much toward 
bettering conditions in the raw cotton 
trade. 

The situation in the Southeastern belt, 
with reference to the growing cotton

1, by a car which witnesses said was 
a red Dorris car.

Witnesses testified that 
there were four younss 'nen in the auto, 
which was going at great speed. The 
car did not stop after striking Wil- 
liams, but sped along with the occu- 
pants laughing ana singing. a 

Leo Gardner was taken bv-fore Chief 
Smith a few days later, after he had 
returned from a4 trip out of town. His 
father, promoter of the insurance com- 
panies now in litigation, hastened from 
the South when he learned police were 
looking for his son. 

Gardner arrived about the time Leo 
surrendered and immediately hired 
Jeptha D, Howe, »rother-in-law of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Jones; as attorney for his 
son. He kept young Gardner from an- 
ewering questions concerning his 
whereabouts on the night Williams was 
killed. 

Circuit Attorney Jones began @ grand 
jury investigation following considerable 
newspaper publicity of the case. 

Its only result was indictments for 
perjury against Bohn and Piper, who 
were said to have been companions of 
Gardner on the night of April 1. Piper 
is a cousin to Gardner. Schaeffer dis- 
appeared and the investigation was 
eontinued at the last term of court. 

Relatives of Williams, who have been 
anxious for the completion of the inves- 
tigation and the punishment of those 
responsible for his death, believe now 
that Schaeffer has. been found and can 
be taken before the grand jury there 
is no reason for further delay in fasten- 
ing the blame for the killing. .

HE only thing they didn't get 
off of me out in Reno was my 
glass eye,’ said the returned 
sport when he had been some- 
what revived by the bartend- 
er. ‘“‘They didn't know it was 
false, or they would have 
pulled that away from me. 

“Every sport who went to 
Reno had seen something of 
the world and was wise to or- 
dinary graft, but what chance had he when all 
the thieves in the United States were there 
stacked up against him? The only time the rest 
of the country was really safe from the crooks 
was during the fight at Reno. Then the fellow 
back home could sleep with his windows open, 
for there were no thieves left to break in. The 
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only thieves who were not in Reno were lying 
out in the graveyards or locked up in the peni- 
tentiaries. 

“When it was announced that the scene of the 
fight had been shifted from Frisco to Reno, every 
crook in the country got out his sandbag or his 
jimmy, whichever the tools of his branch of the 
trade happened to be, and went out to get the 
car fare. At that, there were a lot who got across 
without any visible means of support. I asked 
one slim pickpocket how he got there and he re- 
plied: ‘Beat it across concealed in the con- 
ductor’s whiskers.’

“Nevada is a great mining state, and some big 
fortunés have been taken put of it in raw min- 
eral, but until the Jeffries-Johnson fight they had 


always overlooked one of the most profitable 
branches of it—pocket mining. The St. Louis, Chi- 
cago and New York dips who {ntroduced it founa 
many good, rich leads, and worked them indus- 
triously. 

“J reckon there were about 18,000 strangers in 
Reno. A detective friend of mine lookad the 
place over Saturday before the fight, and estt- 
mated that of this crowd about 5000 were sports, 
decayed prize fighters, business men and others 
who had come On the square to see the fight and 
bet on the result—the rest were crooks who had 
come to get the money from whorver happened 
to have it. 

“Every policeman and detective who could get 
away and raise the price of a ticket was there. 
Detectives from Chicago.and New York were 
there convoying thieves of the most notorious 
character.

I know this, because ‘Bull Con Jack’: Mur- 
dhy lost a big book of good addresses which he 
had compiled at the expense of lots of work for 
the coming winter’s campaign. He offered a re- 
ward for it, but it was too good for the other 
crook to kick back. ;

“But not all the women masqueraded a3 boys’. 
There were a lot of publie characters from every 
big city in the country, dressed to the limit, with 
hats that could be seen a mile away, and loaded 
with diamonds. They traveled in small parties, 
and were one of the :nost dangerous features of 
the mixed crowd. When they appe:red the .ocal 
women closed and bolted their doors and kept off 
the streets. 

“The carnival of cupidity and crookedness be- 
gan in Reno with the arrival on the scene of the 
Frisco delegation of crooks. Being 80 much 
closer to the arena of ¢rime than any other big 
city, the Frisco thieves sent in greater numbers, 
and dominated the doings. 

“Right on from the moment he stepped from 
the train, the man on the level was up against it. 
Then his battle began to save his roll. The crooks 


were as bold as sparrows in a barnyard. They 
swarmed around a pocketbook like files around 
honey. They could smell a leather as soon as itr 
owner got as far as the water tank coming into 
town on the train, and were at the station to take 
it aw4v¥ from bim. 

“The firet thing that came to a fellow when he 
got up town and saw that bunch was how to save 
his wallet, and I tell you there was a lot of close 
thinking done. The crooks were so thick that 
they were falling over oné another, and pushing 
each othe aside, shotting: ‘I seen it first!’ Then 
the crook who made out that he had the first 
right to the discovery would rush up to the fall 
guy, catch hold of his wrists and force his arms 
above his head. 
go through the pockets, abstract the leather and 
pass it to another thief who was hanging close by.

“If the fall guy made a holler, particularly if 
the hold-up happened to come off in the Hotel 
Golden or in a barroom, one of the strong-arms 
would rush up hollering: ‘What's all this trou- 
ble about? Come with me!’ He would grab the 
victim by the arm and rush him into the street, 
where he would be met by the stallers and 
= about until he was glad to get eway 
alive. 

“Some of the most active thieves were the 
women. When a male dip failed to get the leather 
the staller called in a moll buzzer, and she never 
missed finding the wallet. 

“I got there too late to get a bed, and I either 
had to walk all night or lie-down in a doorway 
or on the sidewalk with the rest of the suckers 
when I got too tired to stand up. I used to think 
I was a pretty fly boy, but I’ve got over that. I’m 
just as much of a rummy as the rest of us who 
went to Reno with high hopes in our hearts and 
our kicks full of money. But what I saw there 
taught me that I'm a mere babe. I walked a.ong 
the main street one morning, just as the sun was 
coming up. All along the walk were the poor 
suckers stretched out asleep. Alongside of each 
lay an Ingersoll watch tied to him with a chain. 
The crooks had been along the line in the night, 
and when they discovered the kind of watches 


the rummies carried they just dropped them and. 


passed on to the next. When you found one 
with no iron watch hanging to him you knew that 
he once had had a gold one. 

“When the fellows found out what they were 
up against they put their wits to work to save 
their money. A good many of them hid it when 
they got into their rooms after a night of sous- 
ing, and when they woke up in the morning for- 
gat where they had put it, The chambermaids of 
Reno are still getting rich picking up rolls of bills 
where their owners hid them. and then forgot.

If they did not know 
one another and all fell 
‘asleep ,the. first one un 
in the morning got the 
premier pick of the 
bank-rolls, clothes, 
boots and hats. Often 
one would be told off 
to keep the first watch, 
and in an hour or two 
he would awaken one 
of the others to take 
his place. 

“The wise scouts 
scattered their money 
ail over their clothes, a 
bit in every pocket, so 
that if a dip did get to 
them they would not 
get it all. I knew one 
fellow who got a room 
at the Hotel Golden. 
He was afraid that 
someone would get into 
his room and steal his 
clothes, so he hung 
them out of the window 
on the wall of the 
house, and while the 
dips in the stréet could 
sve them, they could 
not climb up to them 
Another fellow every 
night tacked his bills to 
the outside of the win- 
dow shutters. Then 
he closed the shutters 
so that when a sneak 
got into the room he 
could not see _ the 
money, and the thieves outside could not get 
up to it. 

“My friend, Abe Slupsky, is experienced in the 
prize fight crowds, and hid his money under 
porous plasters on his back. But I have another 
friend, from Detroit, who went to the fight with 
a plaster of paris belt full of gold about his body. 
Before he left home he got some plaster of paris, 
and in his room wet it and molded it about nis 
waist with the coins in it, the same as a surgeon 
would make a@ cast for a broken leg. When he 
got ready to bet'it on the fight he broke the belt 
with the heel of his shoe and took the coin out. 
This was not original with him. Pony Moore, the 
late London music hall sport and father-in-law of 
the pugilist, Charley Mitchell, introduced the 
plaster of paris belt at the Sullivan-Ryan fight. 

“Men hid their bills in their four-in-hand neck- 
ties, behind the sweatbands of their hats, in their 
boots, in all sorts of places that the dips could 
not reach easily. 


“Bill Tripple, a Cincinnati sport, was the only 
man who brought away any straight Jeffries 
money from Reno, and there is a good reason 
for that. Bill got full the night of his arrival, 
and the first thing he thought of was to hide his 
money. He went into the washroom at the hotel 
and carefully pinned five $100 bills inside the lin- 
ing of his coat at the bottom. 

“He made a good job of his jag, and the next 
morning, when he found that he didn’t have his 
money, he s¢t up a roar that he had been robbed. 
He had saved his ticket back home and stuck 
around until the train left, missing the fight and 
subsisting on a five-spot picked up here and there. 
When he got in the smoking car headed for Cin- 
cinnati he happened to be fooling around the 
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Abe Slupsky brought the bacon home under 
porous plasters.

They could not, of course, 
be expected to know that the palms of the 
hands and the soles of the feet were the 
surest means of establishing the identity of 
Jezebel, and if all else had been destroyed 
save a single thumb, identification by this 
thumb could have been established beyond 
peradventure, if a print of the digit had 
been kept. 

Thumb prints from time immemorial have 
been an infallible means of establishing iden- 





HE Indians of the “Five Civil- 
ized ‘lribes’’—tne Choctaws, 
Crecks, Cherokees, Chicka- 
shas and Seminoles—and vth- 
er tribes at one time owned 
all of what is the present 
State of Oklahcma.

lt was pernaps the realization of the im- 


possiblity of successful imitation, or else 


the harkang back to an old barbaric custom, 
that caused the Indian tribes of Oklahoma 
to iwdopt the thumb print as the signature 
for deeds to land. For many years they 
wave followed the plan of thumb-print sig- 
natures and seemed to regard it as essen- 
tially superior to the modern hand-writing 
method of vouchsafing an agreement or the 
disposal of one’s holdings or estate. 


pepers in connection with the transaction b™ af- 
fixing the print of a thumb, covered with ink. 
if the Indians did not know that there were no 
two thumbs in the world alike they had at least 
an app. oximation of that idea, and they knew 
that the pattern on the ball of the thumb whicn 
they left in the inked imprint on the deed more 
truly represented an individuality than any sign 
or letters they might be able to make. 

With the practice of years, they became skillful 
in the making of thumb-prints, and when a mem- 
ber of a tribe pressed his thumb on an ink-pad 
and pressed it again to a document, the lines of 
the pattern stood out clear and distinct. When 
above this print was written the name of the 
owner it formed a seal, much more difficult of 
reproductior, so the Indiang believed, than any 
signature in written characters. The Indian be- 
lieved implicitly in the efficacy of his chiro- 
mantic seal and did not entertain the suspicion 
of a doubt that it could be successfully imitated. 

Now we shall see whether this confidence was 
misdirected or not, and \ ether Poor Lo was de- 
luded in following a custom which he no doubt 
learned from his less civilized ancestors. 

In the Federal Court of Muskogee, Ok., Tre 
cently, the trial of a girl accused of making & 
forged thumb-print signature of a Cherokee girl 
for the sale of oil lanus was bezun. The lands in 
question are worth over $100,000. 

The accused girl is Jessie Hibden. In the 
charge of forgery which has been made against 
her it is alleged that she impersonated Rachel 
Holland, an Indian girl of the Cherokee tribe, 
and with her thumb signed away the oil lands 
which were to make more than a dozen persons 
rich. Jessie Hibden is a poor white girl. Rachel 
Holland is the daughter of a wealthy Cherokee 
family. The of! land had been lying idle for 
some time, the Indian owner refusing numerous 
overs for it, when the discovery of the alleged 
fraudulent sale was made. : 
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The prosecution alleges there is tell-tale proof 
against the girl. And right here is where the 
value of the thumb-print signature is put to the 
test: 

There is a scar on the end of one of Jessie 
Hibden’s thumbs, and there is a scar showing 
plainly in the thumb-print in the oil-lands deed. 
That the outline of the scar in the deed thumb- 
print was made b. the pressure of Jessie Hibden’s 
thumb to the document is what the prosecution 
says it will be able to establish beyond doubt. 

Implicated with Jessie Hibden are Albert Tay- 
lor, a Tahlequal real estate man; W. L. Mays, 
Jim Escoe; John Culver, Edward Culver, Ethan 
Casey, Sailie Casey, C. Q. Zinn, Ben Davis, L. B. 
Griets, Claude C,. Upton and Bertha Muller. 

All pleaded not guilty and say the State will 
have to prove its charge. There was a story of a 
confession by John Culver and Jessie Hibden, in 
which the girl says she agreed to impersonate 
Rachel Holland, the Cnerokee girl, and sign away 
the oil lands with her thumb-prints. The girl was 
to get $50 for this service, but she ig said to have 
declared that she got only $20 of the promised 
sum. Whether the confession will figure in the 
trial is not known, but acquittal or conviction 
will without doubt hinge on the scar across .we 
thumb of Jessie Hibden and its relation to the 
print of the scar in the forged signa‘ure. The 
thumb of the Indian girl whose signature was 
forged.is said to show no scar. 

In addition to the cicatrix, there :.o more than 
100 other marks made by the thumb signature 
which the court will have to compare with tne 
thumbs of Jessie Hibden. If the scar did not 
exist, these marks would show readily and con- 
clusively whether or not the signature was made 
by the accused girl. On every thumb there are 
about 115 marks, and students of chiromancy, or 
palmistry, say that no two thumbs have ever 
been found which did not contain some positive 
line by which one could be distinguished un- 
equivocally from the other. 

The lines of the thumb, finger and palm of the 
hand are caused by the pressure of arteries from 
the interior, and by the constant flexure or bend- 
img of the hand. The fact that an infant’s hand 
has been crumpled up before birth accounts for 
the great-number of lines in the hand of a newly 
born child. 

Examine the ball of your thumb under a glass 
and you will be surprised to find a pattern of a 
loop and arches, or a whorl and arches, as clearly 
defined ag the pattern in a delicately. worked 
piece of lace. Look closely at the core in the 
center of the ball of the thumb, and then turn 
the glass on your other thumb. Although they 
may at first seem to be almost if not quite alike, 
if you will take prints of the two thumbs you 
will see on close inspection that the patterns are 
different and that the arches, circles and core 
constitute on each thumb and each finger an in- 
tricate system in itself. Other systems, nine al- 
together, are formed in the palmar surface of the 
hand and on the soles of the feet, but no two 
are ever alike. 

The knowledge of these distinguishing marks 
on thumbs and fingers has given rise at odd times 
and often under unique circumstances to their 
employment to prevent fraud, to establish identi- 
ty, and in olden times to mark the celebration 
of a peace agreement between semi-bar 
tribes. 

A remarkable instance of the use of the thumb- 














print as a means of preventing fraud occurred in 
1882, when Gilbert Thompson of the United 
States Geological Survey was in chaige of a sur- 
veying party in New Mexico. Payment of :-m- 
ployes was made through the camp sutler, or 
commissary, and, owing to the tough character of 
some of the men, Thompson found it neceszary 
to adopt unusual tactics to avoid being imp sed 
upon. The following order to a person of the 
ominous name of “Lying Bob” and bearing the 
thumb-print of Engi:.eer Thompson, in addition 
to his written signature, is kept as a valued me- 
mento in the Geological Survey records at Wash- 
ington: 

“Aug. 8, 1882, Mr. Jones, sutler, will pay to 
Lying Bob seventy-five dollars. 

(Signed) GILBERT THOMPSON, U. 8. G. 5.” 

The thumb-print was made ~ ith violet ink, and 
in the lines of the pattern, which formed a scroll 
work similar to that now used on checks, was 
written in figures: “$75.00.” Either forging or 
raising this “check”’ successfully would have been 
almost impossible. | 

Indians of various semi-civilized tribes under- 
stood the value of finger marks and it was not 
uncommon for chiefs to press a blood-smeared 
hand or thumb on some smooth stone or other 
surface to signify the cessation of hostilities be- 
tween hostile tribes or as a sign of agreen:ent 
of one kind or another. All documents eman :t- 
ing from the Emperor’s housenola in Japan were 
at one time marked with the ruler’s fings:; or 
thumb print. In Caina the thu o’-print is fre 
quently used as a signature in he disposal of 
property, and in Bengal the name “tipsahi” has 
been given to the mark of the Iilliterute person 
who dips bis finger in the inkpo* and “signs” a 
document. During the Tang aynasty in China, in 
the year 618 A. D., a peculiar use of the finger 
tip as a signature arose. The ceneus secretary 
designed a new coin to stop counterfeiting and 
when he submitted the design in wax to the Mm- 
press for her approval, ‘nis lady souged her flage, 
into it to see if it was werd. The chagrined ser- 
retary, before ordering a new mold, came to the 
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conclusion that the finger tip print on the coin 
would make counterfeiting more difficult, and so 
the coin was minted. Even in barbarian witch- 
craft there is evidence that thumb and .inger 
prints were used to give dignity to various rites, 

After all, what is in a thumb-print? Look again 
at the print of your own thumb and see. Most 
likely you will find a whorl or spiral as the 
central figure. A whorl may be said to resem 
a faint snail] shell, enlarging as it curves arou 
the head. Leaving the whorl, the lines run in 
bold sweeps up and down the thumb, forming 
curves or arches just before the tip is reached, 
where another little branch system begins. 

Sometimes you will find a spiral in a loop, or 
a circle or a ring in a loop. Again there will be 
rings, or ellipses, or spiro-rings forming the cen- 
tral figure of the finger bulb. The simple spiral 
and the duplex spiral are also numerous. And 
after you outline the main figure, look Into the 
core of the whorl and you will find a circle, an 
ellipse, a spiral, a twist, a plait or a deep spiral. 
Then there will be forks and eyes, and double 
eyes and many other figures. 

It is easy to make a print of a thumb or finger. 
A good way is to press it on an ink pad used for 
rubber stamps, yet then press it on a white card, 
slightly turning it to get a full impression. Ink 
may also be spread lightly over the hand and 
the impression made. By pressing a finger on 
smoked glass and again on polisned glass a good 
impression may be obtained. A wax cast may be 
made by letting the wax cool until you can put 
your finger into it. 

Palmists will often take « print of a hand, 
preferring to study the lines of the print rather 
than the original, but the theory that character 
can be told «: the lines of the palm is smashed 
by scientists like Galton, who say there are no 
lines by which an artist can be distinguished from 
an idiot. A tailors’ fingers will show blotches 
where the needle has pricked the skin off, and a 
barber’s thumb will show the cuts where he has 
“tried” his razor, but otherwise character 
easily from the lines of the Sand. 

There is, however, a well-defined character is 
each of the ten digits of 
patterns that easily distin es one individual 
from every other person in the world. If the

By the same token the father must 
have them on each alternate Friday during De- 
cember, January, February, March and April un- 
til the following Monday. Between September 
and March neither parent can take them more 
than 100 miles away from New York, except with 
the written consent. of the other. parent. And 
last of all, it is rigorously provided th t part of 
each Christmas day must be spent with each par- 
ent. 

But all this was set down in black and white 
with neither parent marrying again. The terms 
were different in case Mrs. Gould married again 
—as she has. As for the father marrying—if he 
has—nobody, knows what the Court might say, 
as he was strictly forbidden by the terms of 
the decree, but then that was only for New York 
State. Any marriage abroad would have to be 
recognized. 

All this sort of a marital mix-up was set down 
by Henry James, the novelist, in his book, 
“What Maisie Knew,” written 12 years ago, before 
the little Goulds were born, or their father and 
mother even knew each other. Maisie learned a 
lot as she was bandied back and forth between 
her father and her mother, and finally between 
her two fathers and her two mothers. But then 
she was only the figment of a clever writer’ 
brain and things came out pleasantly. : 

But the little Gould girl, and the littler one, 
the one in pink and the one in blue, are real, 
live girlies, doomed to the same bandying back 
and forth, with a new papa and a new mamma 
besides, 

Will their real life puzzle them and make them 
as abnormally wise and cynical and perplexed 
and odd as the same sort of life made the pre- 
cocious girl of the novelist’s story? And will 
their pathetic situation furnish a vivid text for 
the next reformer who wishes to point out why 
divorce hurts the children most of all, and why 
on that account it is called one of the greatest 
of social dangers?

ACIAL cleaning, according to mod- 
ern hygienic beltefs, is quite as 
necessary and as feasible as house- 
cleaning. By racial cleaning 1s 
meant the elimination of diseases 

| which have become national or 
world-wide. 

Medical science has adpanced further tn 
the last century than in’ any previous, and 
perhaps the greatest movement in the clean- 
ing up of the world’s peoples, save one, 1s 
now going on—the fight to eliminate tuber- 
culosis from the human race. 

The world has never seen a more earnest, 
a more rigorous, a urder-spread movement 
against disease than that now being fought 
for the eradication of tuberculosis. In every 
city in this, and in most other countries, 
in towns and villages, both private and cwvtc, 
organizations of medical and laymen are 
battling shoulder to shoulder against tt: 
Newspapers and magazines are publishing 
warnings and advice, pamphlets and books 
by the hundreds are being written about tt, 
philanthropists and business men are butld- 
ing sanatoria, and states and cities are 
devoting their energies toward ameliorating 
the condition of

HE longevity of the civ- 
ilized peoples has been ap- 
preciably increased in the 
last century, and when tu- 
berculosis becomes only a 
memory, or a matter of 
history or tradition, mankind 
will have a still greater op- 
portunity. 

But, in the opinion of 
many of the men who are 
devoting their lives to the extermination of 
tuberculosis, it will be necessary for the people 
of the United States to concentrate their efforts. 

What this country needs is a Moses to lead 
it out of the bondage of its most destructive 
disease, even as the people of Israel were led 
out of Egypt and were made to purge them- 
selves by their forty yearg in the desert. 

The modern Moses, in the opinion of these 
tuberculosis fighters, is to be Uncle Sam, who 
must eventually establish vast sanitoria in which 
all the people will be cured of consumption and 
gent out whole and sound, and the germs of the 
frightful disease obliterated forever from this 
country. 

A tentative movement in this country - to 
create under the direction and at the expense 
of the Government, a vast sanitarium or a series 
of sanitoria in a national reserve in the South- 
western mountains, for the treatment and cure 
of tuberculosis, is sure to grow into a great 
national demand when its scope and its part in 
the salvation of the people are fully understood. 

So much is generally known of the prevalence 
of tuberculosis, of its contagiousness and of its 











the victims of the plague. 


terrible destructiveness, that it is unnecessary 
to present the argument here. One can hardly 
turn nowadays without being confronted with 
public warnings against it, and without being 
presented with a lesson in how to avoid ¢t or 
how to cure it. Probably no disease has haa so 
much written about it, for none has so menaved 
the human race. 

The condition in which the people find them- 
selves with regard to tuberculosis at thic time 
has suggested the parallel between that of the 
Israelites, suffering from disease amid the in- 
sanitary surroundings of their Egyptian slavery, 
being led into the desert of Arabia, there to so- 
journ until] they were clean before entering into 
the promised land, and the proposed exodus of 
tubercular victims from the slums of the cities 
of the United States into the deserts of the 
American Southwest. 

The comparative freedom of the modern Jews 
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from tuberculosis is believed to be due to the 
cleansing process through which Moses put them 
befove they entered into Canaan, and to the diet- 
ary laws which have governed them as a race 
since then. 

When Moses took the Israelites out of Egypt. 
they were in a bad way physically. As slaves 
they had inhabited the most insanitary quarters 
of the Egyptian towns and cities, which in those 
days probably were worse than we moderns can 
conceive. They had been overworked and un- 
derfed. They were afflicted with tuberculosis, 
leprosy and other diseases. They were poorer 
then than they ever have been since. 

Having got his people safely across the Red Sea 
and into Arabia, Moses proceeded to clean up the 
race by taking them into the desert, making chem 
live and sleep in thé open air and subjecting them 
to a wholesome diet, dividing all foods into the 
clean and unclean, the fit and the unfit for food. 
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The

At 
first, physicians 
advocated the 
desert for  con- 
sumptives, sending 
those afflicted 
into Arizona, New 
Mexico and other 
arid regions 
There in the dry, ), 
warm air they lived aS best they could, and, white 
a great many were healed, it proved too much of 
a strain to others less capable. 

The best practice today discourages the exodus 
into the desert, while carrying out that part of 
the cleansing process which makes sleeping and 
living out of doors and a nourishing diet obliga 
tory. 

Rut it was Moses who led the way, and we 
Americans have been a long time learning the 
lesson he taught us. Of course, it is not neces- 
sary for the American people to indulge in a gen- 
eral exodus to the desert, for, while we are ter- 
ribly afflicted with tuberculosis and other inci- 
dental diseases which clean air and prre living 
would eradicate, we are as a race better equipped 
to survive than the ancient Israelites were after 
their long period of slavery in Egypt. 

According to the Scriptures, Moses led 690,090 
men, with their families, into the desert. Burt 
Higher Criticism scouts the thought that there 
were 3,000,000 people in Moses’ following. 

Rabbi Samuel Sale says that such a number is 
improbable. The following of Moses p:obably was 
comparatively small, a sorry tribe afflicted with 
disease, hunger and neglect, burdened with old 
and wornout men and women, with a few animals 
and not much else. It is highly improbable that 
any great number of people could have subsisted 
in the Arabian desert. 

That the israélites were 40 vears in the desert 
is by no means certain. Forty is a common Bib- 
lical number, as was any number divisible by 10. 
Probably a generation would cover the period of 
their wandering as nomads, camping here and 
there, wherever they found an oasis or fruitful 
valley, wandering on again when they exhausted 
its substance. 

During the wanderings of the tribe in the 
Arabian desert, the. old and exhausted died off, 
the middle-aged and diseased grew old and passed 
away, and all that were left to enter into the 
“Promised Land” were those who were born in 
the desert, purged of the weaknesses of chetir 
fathers and made hardy by the free life and the 
wholesome living in the open. 

Since the disruption of the Jews as a nation and 
the scattering of the people, they have again 
fallen into evil ways physically and tuberculosis 
is found among them, but not to such an extent 
as among the people of other religions. Statistics 
gathered in Russia, Austria-Hungary and Rou- 
mania, in which three-quarters of the Jews of 
the world live, show that compared with the 
Christians the mortclity due to-tuberculosis ig 
lower among the Jews. In Vienna the following 
were the proportions per 10,09 population, in al] 
forms of tuberculosis: Catholics, 49.6; Protes- 
tants, 32.8; Jews, 17.8. 

Dr. Maurice Fishberg, physician to the United 
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Hebrew Charities in New York, is of the opinion 
that the comparative immunity to tuberculosis 
of the Jews is not due to inherent racial im- 
munity due to the elimination of most of the 
Jews who were predisposed in ancient times, i. e., 
during the wandering in the desert, for inuter- 
marriage with non-Jews has not tended to in- 
crease consumption among them. In fact, he 
says that there is less tuberculoBis among that 
branch that has intermarried than among those 
Jews in Eastern Europe who have not intermar- 
ried at all. 

Dr. Fishberg also denies that the ritual dietary 
laws practiced among Jews has anything to do 
with their immunity. It is well known that or- 
thodox Jews, before pronouncing meat fit for 
food, subject every carcass to kosher, a thorough 
examination by an expert. Spécial attention is 
paid to the viscera, particularly the lungs, pleura, 
liver and spleen. Those animals whose lungs pre- 
sent any adhesions to the thoracic walls or ad- 
hesions between the lobes of the lungs, or ‘n 
which small nodules are discovered scattered over 
the surface of the lungs, are pronounced terefa, 
or unfit for human consumption. Thus bovine 
tuberculosis Mas been prevented from gaining a 
foothold among the children vf Israel. 

The foremost authorities are of the opinion 
now that tuberculosis {is more o’ten acyuired by 
ingestion than by inhalation, and therefore the 
Jewish dietary laws should be an excellent pre- 
vebtive if strictly adhered to. But as a mattar 
‘of fact all the evidence is against this view. Ip 
Eastern Europe, where the Jews follow the atet- 
ary laws strictly, there is more consumption than 
among their co-religionists in Western countries 
where they disregard the dietary laws in part or 
completely. In this country, and in France, Ger- 
many and England, the majority of the native 
Jews are constantly seen eating in the Gentile 
restaurants, and many are not particniar to pro- 
cure kosher meat at home. , 

In the big cities of the United States where 
there are any great number of Jews in 
the garment-making trade, the mortality tpereases 
appallingly. This brings the matter down to the 
basis again of pure air and living in the open 


as the cause of immunity and the means of cure. ‘689 


What Moses did for the ancient Israelites, it is 
coming to be believed, Uncle Sam must do for 
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the people of this country in order that disease 
may be obliterated from us. 3 

While communities and some states, as such, 
are making a gallant fight against the terrible 
scourge, it is like trying to tear down a great 
granite obstruction with pecks of a hammer in- 
stead of attacking it with dynamite. It is coming 
to be the belief that the prevalence of tubercu- 
losis in this country, and the terrible to.. we 
pay to it, can only be stopped by the most dras- 
tic measures. We are pecking away at it with 
hammers when we ought to use dynamite. 

What one state might do successfuily in the 
way of segregation in a sanitorium of all fts tw 
bercular people, might be undone by her neigh- 
boring sister state who failed to take the same 
curative measures. 

The proposition which is now being considered 
is for the United States to establish a bureau of 
the proposed Department of the National Health 
to do away entirely with the curse of tubercy 
losis by looking to Its speedy and certain elim)- 
nation and the future regulation of immigration 
that wil! make it impossible for the disease te 
enter this country. again. 

National sanitoria are to be established in 
healthful parts of the country in which every vie- 
tim of the disease will be scientifcally treated, 
with proper food and medicines «nd er vironment, 
It is thought that on these reservations ‘mall 
farms will be established for those who desire to 
work out their own salvation under the direction 
of the bureau, to give their paces to others as 
they become cured and go out into the world 
whole and clean. 

The scope of the plan is tremendously philan- 
thropic and its results would be as tremendously 
economic in the saving of the race. The objec- 
tion has been made that no community would 
welcome such a sanitorium as has been proposed, 
but it is well known that those states which have 
been the health hunting grounds of tuberculosip 
victims in the past wave advantaged greatly 
those who went there il] to remain there ' 
to the best development of the state.

Death has 
no terrors for the spy who has beem 
captured, tried and ordered executed, 

for the condemned trailor who before the 
firing squad says, “It will be but a momen- 
tary pang,’’ nor for the man who has slatn 
and knows that the penaliy must be patd. 
Death under such circumstances insptres no 
frar and men go-to it calmly, because they 
know ét ts inevitable. A man need not have 
an iron nerve to face a death that he knows 
has been prepared for him and that awatts 
him, unfatlingly. 

But how about the man who faces death 
in everyday life, the man who is not doomed 
to die by the liangman’s noose or the firing 
squad? , 

Automobile racing carries with st a great- 
er number of risks than any other modern 
day pastime. Men are continually doting 
dare-devil stunts and inviting death in one 
way or another. Many lives have been lost 
by drivers in the effort to make a new 
world’s record, and many have risked their 
lives in what appeared to be certain death. 
It is this facing of death that requires tron 
nerve, a cool head and set determination, 
compared to which the nerve of the man who 
knows that he ts going calmly to his death ts 
nothing. 

That kind of nerve was exhibited by Her- 
bert Bailey, an automobile mechanictan, in a 
race at Riverhead, New York, recently. 
Bailey literally shook hands with death, but

‘Five, four, 
three, two, ONE.” \\ith a flash from the hood, 
the pilot jam: .in bis sp «ed and 'n a great cloud 
of gasoline smoke the big No. 1 shoots down the 
speedway, her unmuffled.explosions sounding first 
like the crack of rapid-fire guns, but growing 
quickly fainter as the car makes distance down 
the course. ! 

At 30-second intervals the other cars are Off. 
The big crowd cheers, and as the last chugging 
engine tears its way into space the crowd moves 
uneasily, and nervously watches are drawn from 
pockets and the time taken when No, 1 should 
show in the stretch on the completion of the 
first turn. 

This No. 1 is driven by Louis Disbrow. Dis- 
brow is an experienced driver, known. for his 
nerve and sang-froid. With him in the car with 
which he hopes to win-the_ race is Herbert 
Bailey, the mechanician. No. 1 had gotten off 
to a good start. The engine worked smoothly 
and when the car was given her head she seeme] 
to clear the ground and speed like a swift-flying 
arrow through space. She would be shut dowr 
a little until the wheels were again burning 
the earth bencath them, and would be opened 
up again. 

Disbrow and Bailey were in high hopes W/'th- 
out mishap of any .kind, the first circuit was 
completed and No. 1 rounded into the stretch. 
A great shout arose frem the grand stand and 
from the thousands lining the course. The car 
shot onward, past the starter and into the first 
turn on tne second round. 

For the fourth time No. 1 passed the stand. 
The car was doing all that driver and manu- 
facturer had expected of it. If the pace was kept 
up, it would mean the winning of the race. Dis- 
brow and Balley, cool and determined, kept their 
way, grimly set on driving their car first across 
the line. 

Then fate, or whatever it is that guides the 
destinies of auto drivers and their cars, stepped 
in. Something had happened to No. 1. The car 
was seen to swerve. It no longer held a straight 
course. To those along the course it appeared 
that the car had hecome unmanageable and that 
it would have to quit the race. 

What happened was this: While the machine 
was traveling a mile a minute the pin fell out 
of the reach rod, crippling. the steering sear. 
Both Disbrow and Bailey-realized instantly what 
had occurred. It was a critical moment, but 
Bailey quickly thade up his mind. 

The nervy mechanician climbed out over the 
hood of the car, and, letting himself down on the 
cranking rod, sat facing the radiator. With one 
hand holding onto the water cap at the top of 
the hood to prevent himself from being dashed 
to death under the wheels, he reached with the 


other to the crippled steering gear and with the 
Cay go'ug at full Bpeed he rode.for 20 miles in 
that position, holding the gear where the reach 
rod had fallen out, and thus making it possible 
to keep the car to the couse. 

For the full 20 miles Bailey sat in that 
cramped position, with his feet propped against 
the front axle and in imminent canger of being 
dashed to death every second. But he flirted 
with destruction as caimly as most people per- 
form the most. perfunctory of everyday duties. 
To do the thing that Bailey conceived required 
an iron nerve, which dare not falter for an in- 
Stant, and Bailey had it. 

Twenty miles around the course the machine 
drove into the repair pits and a new reach rod 
was put in. No. 1 then continued the race.

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EW persons regard a spider as a skilled 

m worker, but such it is, and the product of 

its labor, the web, is absolutely necessary 

in the manufacturing of certain delicate instru- 

ments used by surveyors, architects and astron- 
omere., 

The spider spins its web upon an open trian- 
= frame about 15 inches high and with 6-inch 
sideg. 

The successful operation of the spider depends 
upon the skillful direction of a man experienced 
in the business. The insect worker is placed 
upon its director’s hand at one corner of the tri- 
angular base of the frame, care being taken to 
hold the gpider’s legs firmly because the insect 
sometimes is in a disagreeable mood, and, if in 
control of its legs, will kick a great deal of valu- 
able web to pieces in an instant. 


SPIDER AS A SKILLED WORKMAN 


The spider then begins to spin and the man 
holding it moves his hand along, keeping pace 
with the spider's spinning until the journey 
around the frame is completed. 

By repetition of this act, each time working 
about three-eighths of an inch higher up, the 
framé soon is covered from top to bottom with 
webs. 

By means of a wire instrument, the ends of 
which are covered with shellac, the web then is 
removed. 

The shellac hardens, holding the web, which 
afterward is transferred to small.parts of instru- 
ments called cross-wires which are necessary in 
order to ascertain exact distances without actual 
measurement. 

There is nothing which can take the place of 
apiderwebs for the uses to which they are put, 
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as nothing similar in general characteristics !s 
fine enough except platinum, the excessive cost 
of which renders its usage impracticable. 

The value of the spider’s product best may be 
realiged when it is known that an instrument 
equipped with 2 inches of web sells for $3 and a 
spider can spin about 40 feet of web in 15 min- 
utes, 

The spider is temperamental; extremely 80. 
When something has gone wrong it is as cranky 
as the worst human grouch and just as difficult

For days he 
repudiated the accusations made 
against him and resisted al! the ef.- 
forts of the agents of the Secret 
Police to wring a confession from 
him. Then, at last, he broke down 
and confessed to a remarkable series 
of crimes. 

This was pot the first time, he 
said, that he had helped to put other 
people out of the world.

She fought for hours, holding her own until one 
of her motors went wrong. Then she was at the 
mercy of the gale. The gasoline gave out finally 
and put the other engine out of commission, and,

ing passenger car at last sunk to earth and 
alighted in treetops, where she held until all the 
passengers alighted s\fely on the ground. 

But this is not the end of regular journeys by 
airship. The “Deutschland” will again be put 
into commission, together with sister ships, and 
before long the passage of “air liners” across tne 
sky will be scarcely worth looking at as a mat- 
ter for curiosity.

The fables of Aesop alone give 
splendid opportunity, but other fables and 
folk-tales may be used. 

A prize should always be offered for the 
largest number of correct solutions and an- 
other for the cleverest original interpretation 
of any scene when the finder does not know 
the real story. 

Bven grown-up people, when members of 
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house parties, might find this form of hunt 
most amusing. . 

Another novelty which children will appre- 
ciate is the illustration of proverbs. For 
these, besides figures, other simple accessories 
are needed: the proverbs are not nearly so 
easy to “find” as the illustrated fables. Any 
amount of cleverness and ingenuity may be 
displayed in arranging these.

And now, from somewhere in Dame Fashion’s attic, the crocheted bedspread has been 
brought forth to take an honored place among the household goods once more... Always, when some fad in fancywork is revived, a 
modern touch is given it, to make it conform with the modern ideas of what is artistic: so this time strips-of, plain linen are intro- 
duced between strips of crocheted lace insertion and finished all around with a deep border of crocheted edging. Besides being 
wonderfully effective they are very durable and make pretty pick-up work to carry about. The crocheting is done with carpet- 
warp thread and an ordinary stee| crochet needle, Linen. about the welght of sheeting, is used for the strips hetween. and As 
neither the thread nor the linen is expensive the cost of the spread is only a few dollars. 

While Spr ‘ads ot linen and lace combined are the latest fad, those made entirely ot crochet lace are in great favor. These are 
made of lace medallions or motifs, crocheted one by one, until there are enough for the whole spread; then they are crocheted to- 
gether into one entire piece ot lace ard finished with fringe all ar nnd. Some preter i hiner thread such 3 Is ised for Irish CTO- 
chet. This lace is combined with st rips of finer linen and makes the spread a little daintjer, but much more costly. There are many 
pretty motifs that are easy to do, and any of the designs shown in the above pietures will be found both simple and eftective. lrish 
crochet motifs worked oul in the Courser carpet -war©rp thread are also very successful. In making motifs for an allover lace spread 
great careshould be taken to have them exactly the same size, the most effective being always firmly and evenly done. The work 
goes on quickly and in the end milady has something to show for her trouble, and sucha spread endures fora couple of generations. 
To write minute instructions lor the beginner would require LOO much space. Any of the hooks on crocheting would be 
found satisfactory and as crocheting is readily learned a spread could be completed before the end of the summer.
